Mr. Speaker—The Senate on the 5th instant was organized, they 
having elected J. M. Anderson, Esq.,of Marion county, their Speaker ;

A message from his Excellency, the Governor of the State of 
Tennessee, by John S. Young, Esq., Secretary of State. 

Mr. Sreaxer—lI am directed by his-:Excellency, the: Governor of 
the State of Tennessee, to deliver to the House of Representatives 
his message in writing. 

On motion of Mr. Bell, 

The House took up the message in writing from his Excellency, 
the Governor of the State of Tennessee, this day transmitted to 
this House; which-was read.at the Clerk’s table, as follows, to-wit : 


Gentlemen of the Senate 
and of the House of Representatives : 

Assembled as you now are, as the representatives of the people, 
you cannot fail to observe in the circumstances which surround 
you, increased cause of gratitude and reverence to that Supreme 
Being, who presides over the destinies of Nations. 

The two past years have been signalized by unnumbered bless- 
ings and benefits. The labor of the husbandman has been crown- 
ed with abundance, whilst fair and remunerating prices have been 
received ‘for the rich productions of his fields; our commerce has 
been greatly increased, and our domestic industry of every variety 
has flourished in the most remarkable degree. Tranquility and 
good order have’ been maintained, and the supremacy of our laws 
acknowledged throughout all our borders. 

In the full enjoyment of these blessings, to which may be added 
that of almost uninterrupted good health, the people of Tennessee 
have been steadily advancing in knowledge, in virtue, and indeed in 
all the elements of national greatness. It must be a pleasing duty 
to serve such a people, and a delightful task to add any thing valu- 
able to the Iegislation of such a noble State. 

When the reports of the various branches or departments of the 
State Government shall have been made to you, I doubt not that 
you will find, that all the duties of them have been performed with 
a promptitude and fidelity in perfect harmony with the other pleas- 
ing circumstances under which you have assembled. 

The benevolent institutions of the State, (the Lunatic Asylum, 
and those for the education of the Blind, the Deaf and the Dunib) 
will be found to have realized, in a good degree, the expectations of 
the public. They will, however, continue to appeal to the noblest 
sympathies of cur nature for still further advancement and promo- 
tion, 

The sale of the Lunatic Asylum and its locaticn in the country, 
for reasons Which will be communicated in another form, has nct 
been effeeted: and I recommend a reconsideration and amendment 
of the law directing its sale. During the past two years, I have 
many reasons to believe, that the institution has been well and faith- 
fully managed, especially the female department of it, which has 
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Been superintended by a lady of singular energy, skill and ability” 


for such a station. 

From the Penitentiary, I anticipate a very satisfactory report to- 
you. The convicts generally have been in the enjoyment of good 
health, and have manifested no spirit of rebellion or disobedience. 
The Keeper, his deputy and the other officers, having great skill and 
experience in such matters, seem to have blended the stern rigor of” 
discipline with all the kindness‘and humanity which such a situa- 
tion will admit of. The greater portion of" the efficient labor of the 
convicts has been directed’ to the building of the State Capitol, un- 
der the law directing it so to be-done; a most beautiful edifice is 
slowly rising up, likely to-attract the admiration of, the country and 
to outstrip in magnitude, convenience, durability and elegance, the 
capitol of any other State in the Union. ` 

{ have no reason to recommend’ any change-in this policy, nor 
any material ones in the details of ‘the-law on this subjeet. 

There is no subject upon which Idesire to hold communion with 
you more freely than on that of Education. 

Our Universitics and Colleges are, in the general, meeting the just 
expectaions of their friends. Some-new ones have been recently 
established in the State, founded chiefly, if not entirely, on the en- 
lightened liberality of individuals, which-promise soon-to rival their 
older predecessors in the: diffusion of a sound and wholesome intel- 
ligence among the people: Among these it may not be considered 
invidious to mention the one at Lebanon, whose rising reputation 
gives fine promise of its future usefulness to the-State. 

Our County Academies may also be: said, in the general, to be 
doing well; but besides all these, we must have a full and com- 
plete system of common or primary schools, dispensing their benefits 
to all those whose means do not enable them -to send off their chil- 
dren to distant seminaries of learning: 

No system can be compared to: this latter description of schools. 
They secure to the great mass of society an education, if not highly 
tinished and polished, yet commensurate with the every day wants 
and necessities of the people. We should never telax our exertions 
on this subject until we could send the gratifying intelligence abroad, 
that not one native born son or daughter of Tennessee could be 
found who could not read the Scripture of Divine Revelation, and 
likewise the laws and constitution of‘the-country. How such a 
blessed and happy result is to be attained, is a question constantly 
addressing itself to the friends of education throughout the land. 
That Legislature which shall be able to answer it in the establish- 
ment of such a system, with adequate funds to support it, will have 
well entitled themselves to the gratitude of the present, and the 


' blessings of future generations. 


For the reasons formerly given by me to your immediate prede- 
cessors, I cannot recommend a present resort to taxation, until by 
some unequivocal expression of public sentiment, it is made 
manifest that such a measure would be cheerfully acquiesced in.— 
How far it might answer a-valuable purpose, to authorize such coune~ 
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ties, whose population might be willing to do so, to levy and collect 
a school fund, for their own county purposes, to be applied in the 
same manner as the other school funds furnished by the State, and 
the propriety of such a law, is respectfully submitted, both"as to its 
constitutionality and expediency, to your consideration. Such legis- 
lation should be carefully guarded, both as to its amount and appli- 
cation. 

Jf but a few counties should set the example of self-taxation for 
so noble an object, the beneficial effects resulting from it might 
open the way to its imitation by other counties, until public senti- 
ment, although slowly and cautiously developed, might demand the 
measure as one af great policy, eminently calculated to improve the 
minds and elevate the morals of the whole community. 

If, however, the wisdom of your honorable bodies should find in- 
surmountable objections to this limited and experimental mode of 
eliciting an expresssion of public opinion, I know of no better plan 
than to husband the resources of the State Bank; and by establish- 

y irga sinking fund of adequate amount, finally absorb our outstand- 

. dngiliabilities and leave the whole capital and funds of that institu- 
tion, amounting to several millions of dollars, as a permanent en- 
dowment of common sehools. Taxation is, therefore, the immediate 
and direct mode of establishing the system. Through the agency 
of the Bank is the more remote and contingent one, and the wisdom 
«f the Legislature must decide between them, or devise a better one 
than either. 

With.a mind fondly lingering over this subject, and unwilling to 
leaxe it, X beg permission to trouble you with another suggestion in 
aid of those already made. 

We haveno “Superintendent-of Public Instruction.” The exam- 
-ples of other States, and the very nature and importance of the sub- 
ject would seem to rebuke the omission. Even if such an officer 
were of temporary appointment, with no power over the-funds, he 
might beof great advantage in rousing up ‘and directing the sleep- 
ing energies of the people. He should be a man eminent for his at- 
tainments in science, and for his devotion to the moral and intellec- 

_ tual welfare of the rising generation. He should commune freely 
"with the learned and the pious of the land. He should visit ever 
-county inthe State. He should organize county committees of suc 
zealous and patriotic citizens as might agree to visit the school dis- 
tricts of their respective counties, and by suitable appeals and lec- 
tures impart new vigor and energy to the present system. He should 
excite the acting school commissioners of each county to renewed 
exertions in raising and increasing the present school fund by volun- 
tary individudl subscription. dn short, such a man, by traversing 
the State, addressing his fellow-citizens at suitable times and places, 
and finally reporting to the Legislature a full account of his labors, 
and the result:of his best opinions, might well render a service to 
the cause of education, which would outweigh a thousand fold, the 
$1500 or $2000 which might be påid him. lt cannot be necessary 
in this ,communi¢ation to elaborate the duties and advantages of 
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such an officer, and J suggest his creation, because I earnestly de- 
sire you to do everything——I had almost said amything—for the ad- 
vancement of so great and so good a@ cause. 

The laudable anxiety exhibited by your predecessors to foster and 
encourage internal improvements in the State, gives.assurance that 
that subject will engage much of your attention. Through the 
agency of the committee (members of the Legislature} appointed 
by the Legislature in 1848, and that of the commissioners appointed 
at the last session, settlements have been made with the several in- 
ternal improvement companies, by which all the difficulties in the 
intercourse between the State and the companies have been obvia- 
ted. The solvent and insolvent companies have been ascertained. 
With the former nothing remains to be done, but to receive the div- 
idends due the State, semi-annually, on the first of January and Jù- 
ly, whilst from the latter, nothing is to be expected. I therefore re- 
gard the continuance of a special agent as a mere collector of the 
State’s dividends, as an unnecessary expense, as the duty could be 
performed by the cashier of the Bank of ‘Tennessee, or by the Treas- 
urer of the State. The officers from all the companies from which 
the State will receive dividends, reside in or so near Nashville, that 
the payments could be so made without trouble or difficulty. The 
cashier or treasurer, however, should be required to file statements 
with the comptroller, exhibiting the receipts or disbursements of the 
roads, together with the duplicate receipts of the cashier or treas- 
urer, for the inspection and approval of the internal improvement 
board. The duty of collecting dividends during the last year has 
been performed by the Secretary of State, together with the other 
duties pertaining to his appointment as commissioner, which have 
now ceased, for which he was allowed five hundred dollars as an 
addition to his salary, the continuance of which I look upon as an 
unnecessary expense, as the mere collection of dividends can be per- 
formed by the treasurer or cashier of the Bank without additional 
compensation. 

The completion of the Georgia Railroad to Chattanooga, an event 
now soon to be expected, will constitute a new and important era in 
the commercial and agricultural history in the eastern portion of our 
State. It unlocks the door, which for so many years has been closed 
against the profitable exchange of her mineral and agricultural pro- 
ductions with the other States which surround her. If nothing more 
were done, her people might well exult in such a vast improvement 
in their condition. But the Hiwassee Railroad, extending as it will, 
the benefits of this improvement to a much higher point on the Ten- 
nessee at Knoxville, makes the completion of the whole line a mat- 
ter of intense, and almost vital interest to the whole of that large 
and interesting portion of the State. We have now good reason to 
expect the completion of this latter portion of the road. The com- 
pany has been newly organized, its old liabilities have been, to a 
considerable extent discharged, and the present excellent directory 
have exhibited a laudable determination to push forward the work 
with vigor and earnestness. 
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From Knoxville, if a well built McAdamised road extending in 
the proper direction to the Virginia line, could be constructed, and 
the principal obstructions in the Tennessee river could be removed 
to the flourishing village of Kingsport—East Tennessee, reposing 
amid her lofty mountains, would be surpassed by no portion of our 
State in the abundant means of wealth and general prosperity. 

If these grand projects cannot.be carried on successfully by indi- 
vidual capital and enterprise, it will devolve upon you to determine 
whether any and how much assistance can he furnished by the 
State. The.objects are of sufficient importance to engage in their 
behalf as full a share of State encouragement as her present liabil- 
ities and means would render prudent, and to this extent I earnest- 
ly recommend the subject to your attention. 

In Middle Tennessee we are every day receiving the richest re- 
wards from many of the improvements already made. The eye 
strikes at once on the map and traces out the many great roads 
stretching across the State, and centering at Nashville, a conveni- 

-ent point of the navigation of the Cumberland. So too, it glances 
along another road striking from Columbia, situated in the very 
heart of this middle region, and terminating on the Tennessee, in its 
Northern sweep throngh the State. Further North is to be seen a 
fine road coming in from Kentucky, terminating at Clarksville, and 
destined to contribute largely to the prosperity of a beautiful town 
now rapidly improving and bidding fair to become one of the most 
important commercial placesin the State. Still the most superfi- 
cial observer cannot fail to perceive the immense advantages to be 
derived by an extension of the Georgia road from Chattanooga to 
Nashville—advantages not to Chattanooga or Nashville alone, nor 
to the counties through which it would pass, but to almost every 
county in the middle portion of the State. This truth is every day 
becoming more manifest, in the increased anxiety every where dis- 
played in favor of its construction. The corporation of Nashville 
has been authorized by the popular vote of the city, to subscribe for 
half a million.of the stock, and many individuals of acknowledged 
sagacity and shrewdness in all that relates to the profitable invest- 
ment of their funds, are known of, who intend to embark freely in 
the enterprise. In connection, however, with this work, the improve- 
ment:of the Cumberland ought not to be lost sight of A charter 
to individuals for this purpose was granted at the last session of the 
General Assembly, singularly defective in some of its provisions.— 
I earnestly recommend its supervision and amendment in such a 
manner as to insure the speedy removal of those obstructions, so 
detrimental to the commerce and trade of the middle portion of the 
State. When the Chattanooga and Nashville Railroad shall have 
been completed, and the obstructions in the Cumberland, the Elk, 
the Duck and the Caney Fork, shall have heen removed, it would 
be difficult to find any region in the world possessing more advan- 
tages than Middle Tennessee. With a soil remarkable for its fer- 
tility—a climate happily exempt from the sickness of the South, 
sand the intense protracted cold of the Naorth—a population prover- 
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‘pial-fer its industry, sobriety and enterprise—with an easy accessi- 

bility by her ‘roads and rivers to the markets of New Orleans, and 
through her proposed railroad to those of Charleston and Savannah, 
she may well challenge comparison with the most favored :regions 
of the Union. 

‘The Western District of our State is happily situated, in reference 
to natural facilities for carrying off her agricultural productions.— 
Lying nearly in a square, she is surrounded on three sides by two 
of the noblest rivers in the world, while the Hatchee, the Forked 
Deer, and the Obion, all navigable for :small boats, penetrate into 
many of her richest and most pepulous counties. A project has 

‘however been started in the south proposing to extend to her furth- 
er facilities by the construction ef a railroad from Mobile to the 
Mississippi, near the mouth of the Ohio. 

The engineer, Mr. Lewis Troost, son of the accomplished Geol- 
ogist of the State, gives the following:description of the route and 
the surface of the country over which.it is proposed it should pass: 

“Commencing at the city of Mobile, the route projected is in near- 
ly a North direction, diverging -slightly.to the West, on the compara- 
tively level lands dividing the waters of the Mississippi from those 
of the Tombigby and Tennessee rivers, through the South-western 
portion of Alabama, the Eastern and North-eastern of Mississippi, 
the Western District of Tennessee, and the South-west corner of 
Kentucky, to the Mississippi river, at or near the junction of the 
Ohio. At this point it is suggested to cross the Mississippi river by 
a steam ferry; similar to that over the Susquehanna, on the line of 
railroad between Philadelphia and Baltimore, and to extend the 

road on the West bank of the Mississippi to the city of St. Louis. 

“The distance from Mobile to the junction of the Mississippi and 
Ohio rivers on this line, would be about four hundred and forty 
miles, and from the mouth of the Ohio to the city.of St. Louis, 
about one hundred and fifty miles, making the total distance from 
the city of St. Louis to the city of Mobile, equal to about five hun- 
dred and ninety miles. 

“A glance at the map of the States through which this route is 
projected, will indicate that from Mobile to the mouth of the Ohio, 
there is not a river or stream of any magnitude to cross, and that 
on the West bank of the Mississippi river, up to the city of St. Lou- 
is, there is only one river, the Maramec, to overcome. 

“In the present communication it.is proposed to say nothing of 
that part of the route between the city of St. Louis and the mouth 
.of the Ohio. There can be no doubt that as.soon as a continuous 
‘line of railway exists from the waters.of the Gulf of Mexico to the 
Mississippi, at the junction of the Ohio, the citizens of St. Louis, 
anxious to partake of the advantages of railroad communication, 
will be ready to meet it with.a.ailroad from their city to the West 
bank of the Mississippi. , 

“St. Louis is the great -depot of the vast productions of the Up- 
per Mississippi and Missouri. .She receives and distributes supplies 
for an immense.extent of territory, exceedingly fertile in the pro- 
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duction of articles which must be transported to markets other thaw 
those afforded at home. Her navigation to these markets is at alk 
times dangerous, interrupted frequently by the shifting of channels 
and the accumulation of snags, and for weeks inthe winter season 
entirely closed by ice. Her interests will, at no distant period, even 
if they do not now, point out the necessity of having constant inter- 
course with the South, uninterrupted by low water, by ice, or by the 
numerous dangers of river navigation.. 

“For eighty or one hundred miles, the country North of Mobile,. 
through which the railroad will pass, is described to be a compara- 
tively level sandy region, very. favorable for railroad making, and 
covered with yellow pine of matchless height and straightness, affora- 
ing timber of excellent quality, in sufficient quantities to construct 
the road in its progress through it. 

“Thence through Mississippi and Tennessee and Kentucky, where 
the line will run, the natural surface of the soil is said to offer no 
obstacles to obtain a straight route of easy grades, without heavy ex- 
cavations or embankments. The character of the grading will be 
of the easiest description, there being no rock to encounter except 
at the northern termination of the route, near the Tennessee and 
Ohio rivers. Through the Fastern part of Mississippi the route will 
pass over prairies fram five to ten miles wide, and from twenty to 
thirty miles long. From surveys made for railroads through the 
Western District of Tennessee, the natural level of the country is 
represented to offer so many desirable routes in this respect, that 
the chief difficulty will, perhaps, be im selecting the most favorable. 
Parallel to the Mississippi and Tennessee rivers are two ridges of 
highlands, on either of which the road might be located to advan- 
tage. 

“The main line can be made to form a junetion with the Tennes- 
see river, at or near Savannah, or at Perryville, which is in the vi- 
einity of extensive beds of iron ore. At either place it would in- 
tercept the trade of the valleys on both sides of the Tennessee river, 
which now hasto perform a tedious voyage around by the Tennes- 
see, Ohio, and Mississippi rivers, of from four to five hundred miles, 
before it arrives at the same parallel of latitude asthe point of 
departure. From either Perryville or Savannah, at the great elbow 
formed by the Tennessee river, a branch might be made to Nash- 
ville, avoiding altogether the Cumberland Mountains, which pre- 
sent many obstacles of a serious kind to any ether approachto Nash- 
ville from the sea-ports on the South Atlantic coasts. This branch 
to Nashville will form a Ink of the great chain of railroads now 
Leing projected to connect the astern and Middle with the South- 
erm States, by running a line of railroads to the South and East of 
the Ohio river, and of which the Baltimore and Ohio railroad is the 
commencement. By the-proposed route, Nashville can have a much 
more direct and expeditious communication, with a better sea-port 
for her purposes, and: by far, over a more favorable route than by 
the route she is now seeking to establish, via. Chattanooga. That 
this branch to Nashville, considered as a part of a line which must 
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be formed at na distant day to connect the Northern, Eastern and 
Middle and Southern States together, is of great importance, there 
can be no question, when it is considered that it will run through 
some of the richest agricultural portions of the Union. 

“Through the Western District of Tennessee are inexhaustible 
beds of marl cropping out at the surface. This valuable material 
for agricultural purposes will form a great article of transport. 

“There is no route for a railroad in the Union, to compare with 
this. Here is a main continuous line of 440 miles in length, run- 
ning, without crossing navigable rivers or mountains, through the 
richest portions of three of the most productive States, where they 
are in a great measure deprived of all kinds of communication, 
terminating at one-end at a desirable sea-port, and at the other 
where it can command the trade and travel of eight States and the 
Western Territories, with lateral branches extending by short dis- 
tances into the richest and most varied agricultural and mineral re- 
gion, which although passing through different State governments 
will be governed throughout by the same laws, subject to the same 
institutions, and will be under the same management and responsi- 
bility.” 

If this Mobile project be too vast for early or eventful execution, 
the sagacity of those who have charge of it, will not fail to discov- 
er how much better it would be to make the Northern terminus on 
the Tennessee river, where it makes its great bend through the 
State, than to permit it to fail altogether. This would reduce its 
magnitude to a size entirely practieable, and be to the city of Mo- 
bile scarcely less profitable. To that point at or below the town of 
Waterloo, the Tennessee is easily navigable at all seasons of the 
vear by most of the steamboats that ply on our Western waters.— 
Such a terminus would therefore be perfectly accessible to ali the 
commerce of the Cumberland, the Ohio, the Mississippi, and Mis- 
souri, which might seek an outlet through the Bay of Mobile— 
Much of the Western District would still be deeply interested in its 
success, and the State would doubtless aid and encourage the pro- 
ject presented in either form by all the means which could at any 
time be fairly and justly appropriated to its advancement. 

The present period, however, is much more favorable to the exe- 
cution of internal improvements by the enterprise and capital of 
individuals, than by the direct appropriations of the States. There 
are but few of them, who have not, on former occasions, either for 
banking or improvement purposes, contracted as large a-public debt, 
as they now haveany-ability to meet. This is certainly so with re- 
gard to the State of Tennessee. So far, she has been entirely able 
to save herself from the reproach of having failed to meet her lia- 
bilities. A proper sense of pride, justice, and honor should restrain 
her from now creating against herself any new liabilities which 
she may have no means of meeting, even for the accomplishment 
of the most inviting projects of prospective usefulness. On the oth- 
er hand, the people, unlike the States, are less invalved in debt at 
this time, than at any recent period. They have been blessed gen- 
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‘erally with-good crops for several years, which have commanded 
remunerating prices. Other pursuits are understood also to have 
been eminently successful, so that all classes of the community 
have more ability than usual to patronise and encourage all safe 
-and profitable projects that may be presented. 

It is to this individual ability, and to the well known sagacity of 
our people, prompting them readily to engage in all safe and profi- 
table investments, that we ought mainly to look, at least for the 
present, for the further extension of our system of Internal Improve- 
‘ments. 

In the discharge of the various duties which devolve upon you, 
none will require more earnest investigation and patient delibera- 
tion, than those connected with the important interests which the 
people have in the successful management-of the Bank of Tennes- 
see. You cannot exercise too much care in looking into its present 

‘condition and its past management, with the view of discovering 
any defects that may exist in its present organization, and of devi- 
sing the best measures for increasing its usefulness and prosperity. 
When it went into operation it was regarded by:many as an experi- 
ment which would inevitably terminate disastrously at an early 
day. The absence of the grand conservative principle of individ- 
ual interest was the alleged capital defect in its organization, on 
which these predictions were based of its .early failure. To this 
suggestion it was answered, that the combination of the interests of 
Internal Improvements and Education, with Banking, would fur- 
nish a substitute for individual interest equally efficacious in secur- 
ine a faithfull and successful administration of its affairs. The 
experiment has now been on trial fer nine years, a period sufficient- 
ly long to enable you to form a reliable opinion as to the probable 
success or failure of the experiment. 

If a careful investigation into its past operations and its present 
condition, shall satisfy you that it‘has failed to accomplish in a rea- 
sonable degree the important objects of its creation, and that it is 
destined unavoidably to.end in ruin and disaster, it will become 
vour imperious duty to avert the threatened blow by an immediate 
provision for the gradual settlement and liquidation of its affairs. 
IE, on the contrary, such an investigation shall produce the convic- 
tion, that the experiment has proved reasonably successful, and that 
the public interest would be promoted by its continuance, the duty 

‘ol’ exerting the utmost possible vigilance in guarding it against fu- 
ture mismanagement and misfortunes, will devolve upon you. 

“Without assuming to pass sentence on the wisdom of establish- 
ing the Bank at all, or of uniting in one system the interests of Bank- 
ing, Internal Improvement and Education, I have no hesitation in 
announcing to you that my investigations into its past transactions 
and its present condition, have disclosed to my mind no satisfactory 
reason for recommending its discontinuance and abandonment.— 
So far as the Bank was designed to furnish a sound and safe circu- 
lating medium, it must be admitted that it has heen thus far suc- 
cessful. Its influence in mitigating the pressure of the pecuniary 
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embarrassment which prevailed during the several years of its ex- 
istence has been universally acknowledged. 

The friends of education have abundant cause to be well pleased 
with its promptness and fidelity in the fulfillment of its obligations 
to Common Schools and Academies, whilst the present high credit 
enjoyed by our State securities fully attest its successful man- 
agement of that branch of our financial affairs which has devolv- 
ed upon it. Within the last nine years the Bank has paid an aggre- 
gate sum of more than two millions of dollars, which’has been 
appropriated by the State in diffusing the benefits of education and 
in the payment of the accruing interest on‘her debt. Within the 
same ‘period the net profits of the institution ‘have fallen but little 
short of two millions of dollars, showing an annual average profit 
of two hundred and sixty thousand ‘dollars, an amount equal to 
nearly eight per cent. on its actual capital. 

These-results would seem to go very far towards proving that the 
experiment has been successful, and must have.a strong tendency 
to dissipate the fears of those who ‘have looked to its failure as 
inevitable—unless it shall be found upon investigation, that the 
losses sustained have been unreasonably large. 

In the examination of this point, it will become material to ascer- 
tain at what period of time the largest portion of the losses have 
occurred; and if it shall befound, asitisbelievedto be true, that they 
occurred at an early period, and before certain important amend- 
ments were made to the charter, and that very little has been lost 
since that time, it will rather furnish a reason for an increased dili- 
gence in seeking for other defects, than forthe total abandonment 
and annihilation of thesystem. The main ground on which it has 
been unsuccessful in accomplishing the objects of its creation, is 
furnished by the fact that its annual profits are not sufficient to meet 
the annual payments required to be made. This objection should 
have but little weight, if the burdens imposed upon it are unrea- 
sonably great, and that this is the case, will admit of no doubt, 
when it is recollected that the payments required to be made annu- 
ally, amount to about two ‘hundred and seventy thousand dollars— 
an amount equal to more than nine per cent. on its‘actual capital. 

In coming to the conclusion that the Bank ought not to be discon- 
tinued-and wound up under existing circumstances, (whatever my 
opinions about Banks.of paper issue may'be,) I have not failed to 
‘be duly impressed by the unavoidable pressure in our monetary 
affairs, which would be produced by the withdrawal of so large a 
portion of our circulating medium,-as is now furnished by it, and 
by the collection of so large an amount of debts as are due to it.— 
This pressure might be greatly mitigated, but could-not be entirely 
avoided, by adopting a liberal policy in the gradual liquidation of its 
affairs; nor have I overlooked the difficulties and embarrassments 
Which would be encountered in providing the means of meeting the 
liabilities imposed upon the Bank during the time required for its 
liquidation. 

Influenced by these considerations, I cannot recommend fhe dis- 
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continuance of the Bank, but instead thereof, your attention is most 
earnestly invited to the investigation of such measures as shall 
promise to increase its profits, and render them sufficient to meet its 
liabilities. In view of the fact that for several years past the profits 
made at most of its Branches have been greater than those made 
at the principal Bank, in proportion to the capital respectively em- 
ployed by them, Isubmitto you whether the three Branches now in 
a state of process of liquidation, may not be advantageously restored. 
In making this suggestion it is proper for me to remark that it is 
founded on information not possessed at the former session of the 
General Assembly, and is not intended as a condemnation of the 
Act by which these Branches were discontinued—that Act might 
well be justified under the impressions which prevailed at the time 
of its passage. 

It is now believed, however, that the progress made in settling 
their affairs will shew that these impressions were materially erro- 
neous, and that the losses sustained ought not to prejudice the claims 
of those interested to the restoration of these Branches—being fully 
satisfied from a careful view of the character of the population 
interested, the anxiety which exists amongst them for additional 
banking facilities, (whilst the present form of the banking system 
continues,) and the increasing commercial interest at each of the 
places, I am constrained to recommend to you that these Branches 
be restored. In connection with this subject, I feelit also my duty 
to call your attention to the claims of the city of Memphis to an 
increase of its banking facilities. The rapid growth of this flour- 
ishing city, based on its proper commercial interests and advantages,, 
would indicate it as one of the most eligible points in the State for 
profitable banking, and under this convietion, if you determine in 
favor of the continuance of the principal Bank, I recommend the 
establishment of a Branch or Agency of the Bank of Tennessee at 
Memphis, with such capital as can be advantageously furnished by 
the institution. But I cannot indulge the hope that the adoption of 
these suggestions would enable the Bank to increase its profits to 
such an extent as would meet all of its Iiabilities—the necessity 
would therefore still exist for an investigation of the best means. of 
diminishing the present liabilities of the Bank. These liabilities at 
present amount to about two hundred and seventy thousand dollars 
annually, whilst the annual average profits, heretofore, have been 
about two hundred and sixteen thousand dollars. 

By an Act passed in 1844, the Treasury is required to make up 
the deficiency unavoidably occurring on account of the inability of 
the Bank to make profits sufficient to meet the liabilities chargeable 
upon it. I submit to you whether a sinking fund could not be set 
apart by the Treasury, without any increase of taxation, to be 
annually vested in the purchase of State Bonds at their current 
value, as a means of gradually reducing the liabilities of the Bank 
toasum that would not exceed the amount of its profits. This 
suggestion will receive additional weight from the eonsideration, 
that under existing circumstances, the deficiency may be permanent, 
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and therefore constitute a permanent drain’ upon the Treasury. It 
is believed that a sinking fund of one hundred thousand dollars 
furnished by the Treasury for five years, would so far reduce the 
State debt, and consequently the liabilities of the Bank, as would 
enable the institution after that time to meet all burdens imposed 
upon it. 

Pie gives me great pleasure to express to you the belief, that the 
Bank has been faithfully and satisfactorily managed during the last 
two years. ` 

The Report of the President and Directors will contain all the 
information necessary to enable you to understand its present con- 
dition and to devise the proper measures for rendering it more use- 
ful and profitable in the future, whilst it will exhibit a very large 
increase of the profits during the last two years. 

Since the last session of the General Assembly, a war bas been 
declared to exist between the United States and the Republic of 
Mexico. The circumstances which led to this declaration were 
such as to extort it from the Congress of the United States by an 
almost unanimous vote; Abolitionary Fanatacism alone stood out 
against it. Every Representative from Tennessee of both political 
parties voted for it. Ten miltions of money, and authority to call 
into the public service fifty thousand volunteers, for the purpose of 
prosecuting the war to a safe and honorable peace, were voted by 
Congress and placed in the hands of the President. Under this 
Act, a requisition was made on this State on the 16th of May, 1846, 
for one regiment of cavalry or mounted men and two regiments of 
infantry or riflemen. i 

On the receipt of this requisition, I issued my proclamation dated 
24th May, 1846, apportioning the call equally and fairly among the 
three grand divisions of the State. It was nobly responded to.— 
Instead of three thousand, about thirty thousand rushed forward 
with eager anxiety to engage in the service of their country. The 
‘call was met so promptly, that the troops assembled in advance of 
-any officer of the United States, either to muster them into service, 
‘or to make those usual advances of money so necessary to troops, 
suddenly called on to leave their home on so long and distant an 
expedition. To remedy this circumstance, I appointed suitable offi- 

‘cers to inspect and muster them into service in their respective 
quarters of the State, rather than subject them to the uncertainty 
of being rejected after they had gone to a distant place of rendez- 
‘Vous, 

Tomake a suitable advance of money to each officer and soldier, 
to defray all the expenses incident to their encampment at Knox- 
ville, Nashville and Memphis, and alsoto subsist the Hast Tennessee 
trogps in their march to the latter city, required the negotiation of 
arge Sums of money» 

The Union and Planters’ Banks, with a patriotism which cannot 
be too highly extolled, promptly stepped forward and proposed to 
lend any sum of money, not exceeding one hundred thousand dollars 

‘each, which might be demanded by the occasion. Without any 
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law authorizing-me to borrow money for this or any other purpose. 
but unwilling to submit to any delay, I took the responsibility of’ 
negotiating with the Union Bank for some sixty or seventy thousand 

dollars, which were applied to the above objects of expenditure.— 

So soon, however, as our troops were gone, andthe state of my 

official business would allow of it, I repaired to Washington City, 

whilst every item of expenditure was fresh in my recolllection and 

those of my officers, and presented my accounts for settlement, and 

I am happy to say they were promptly but thoroughly examined 

and allowed by the proper Department, with perhaps the single 

exception of interest, for which no existing law of Congress was 

supposed to provide, but which [doubt not, will be hereafter ad- 

justed satisfactorily to the Bank. Itis with pleasure, therefore, 

that I inform you that in going beyond the law, and assuming the 

responsibility of raising this sum of money as the Chief ‘Magistrate 

of the State, no debt was incurred by which the State can be in 

any wise injured.. 

The advances that made this unauthorized negotiation necessary, 
were indispensable to the comfort of the troops. Volunteers sud- 
denly called on to leave their homes on sucha campaign, could not 
well afford to equip themselves out of their own private means, 
and to support themselves in their respective encampments until 
the arrival of the officers of the United States, who had'no idea of 
so prompt and early a movement, for such had been unknown before 
in the volunteer service of the United States: nor could the East 
Tennessee volunteers, suddenly called on to march four or five 
lundred miles to Memphis, be expected to be prepared with ready 
means of their own to bear their expenses. 

But whilst I took on myself as the Executive of the State to 

nake this negotiation, I endeavored to consult the most rigid econo- 
my. and to make only such accounts as the United States would 
recognize as just, and to appoint only such officers as they would 
think to be absolutely neeessary. Under this view of a just and 
proper economy, I left the troops, (execpt those of Hast Tennessee, 
on account of their distance.) to subsist themselves on their travel 
irom their respective neighborhoods to the places of rendezvous, 
precisely as is done by the lawsand regulations of the United States. 
jut I established encampments at Knoxville, Nashville and Mem- 
phis, for the reception of them, as fast as they should arrive, where 
they were attended to by one or two suitable otlicers, and supplied 
with the same rations as are allowed by the United States to their 
own troops. These arrangements I am happy to believe, proved 
entirely satisfactory, not only to the United States, but to the troops 
themselves, with perhaps a solitary exception, which, as it relates 
to my Executive action in carrying out the requisition on this State. 
ix here submitted for your consideration. 

On the 6th of June..1846, I received the following communica- 
tion, recently found, after diligent search, and which I had sup- 
pee have been thrown aside, as not important to be pre- 
served: 
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“Came. Brown, June 5th, 18467 
“To the Hon. A. V. Brown, Gov’r, &c. 

“Dear Sir: On to-morrow evening I will have the honor of lead- 
ing ninety-four of the gallant sons of Giles county to an encamp- 
ment on Brown’s Creek. By the request of the company I have the 
honor to ask of you the favor ef selecting. us a proper and judicious 
place of encampment, where we can have water and rest on Sun- 
day. We Have camp equipage and a wagon, and will be prepared 
to take care of ourselves in soldiers’ style. We expect, to be ready 
to be mustered into service on Monday morning. 

“I have-the honor to be, very respectfully, 
“Your obedient servant and friend, 
(Signed) MILTON A. HAYNES, 
“ Captain Giles County Mounted Riflemen.” 

This communication was not addressed to me as a private indi- 
vyidual—it was addressed to me as Governor of the State, and de- 
livered tome at my office as such. It spoke nothing of one night, 
but of several nights, and the greater part at least of two days. 

lh made no allusion to going at all to the general encampment. 
It asked no privilege of encamping on my grounds, nor did it in the 
slightest degree, in form, or manner, call up the question of my in- 
dividual hospitality. It avowed the intention to encamp on Brown's 
Creek, a small stream of excellent water directly on the road, which 
had borne that name from the earliest settlement of the country, 
and on which I had no lots or grounds at all. Regarding it, therefore, 
as an application to me as the Executive of the State, for the selec- 
tion of a public and ‘additional encampment to the one already at 
Nashville, [ returned the following answer, in accordance with the 
advice of the Adjutant General of the State and. of my own sense 
of duty and propriety : 

WNasavitie, June 6, 1846. 

“Ihave no opportunity to procure an encampment in the neighbor- 
kood you mention, and no officer to send to attend you. My encamp- 
ment at Nashville is at the Race Track, where some of the troops are 
yet encamped, where you and company can have provisions and 
horse-feed provided. 

In haste, yours, &c. 
(Signed) AARON V. BROWN.” 

This reply was predicated on the idea, that to furnish, as I had 
done the three encampments at Knoxville, at Nashville and at Mem- 
phis, with suitable officers to attend them, was all that a just sense 
of economy, and the practice in all such cases, both in and out of 
the State, would allow of; besides, I was by no means confident that 
the United States would settle the accounts made at two separate 
cneampments so. near Nashville. 

No other volunteer company had received any such special accom- 
modation, and I desired to mete out the same measure of justice to 
all. To avoid all difficulties and complaints, and to enable the com- 
pany to reach a better and more comfortable encampment than it 
was possible to furnish at Brown’s Creek, [threw open the doors of 
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my general encampment, and invited them, by a march of an hour 
longer, to partake, with their brother soldiers, of its ample supplies 
and accommodations. 

I lay these precise facts before you, that they may go upon the 
permanent records of the country, repelling, as they do, every idea 
of Executive inhospitality to these brave and gallant men. 

Tomy Quartermaster General, G. W. Rowles, and te Major Gen- © 
eral Brazelton, and to Inspector General Coe, and Major General 
Hays, 1 am under, and the volunteer service of the State is under, 
many obligations for the promptitude, skill, and energy with which 
they conducted the operations in the respective divisions of the State. 

In the transactions of the middle portion of the State, I cannot 
withhold from Major General Bradley, and Adjutant General Tur- 
ner equal expressions of gratitude for the services which they ren- 
dered. 

Early in the month of June, the three regiments, (two only fully 
organized,) were handedover to the United States. They were the 
flower and chivalry of the State. The sons of those worthy sires 
who, under Jackson, Carroll and Coffee, in former days, had shed so 
‘much lustre around the name of Tennessee. Would these, their 
„descendants, prove themselves worthy of such illustrious ancestors? 

I did not doubt it—no one doubted it—they went forth in a just 
ause. Not one of them felt that it was an unjust one, or they 
would not have gone. They went forth, and on every battle-field, 
at Monterey, at Vera Cruz, at Cerro Gordo, they performed deeds of 
heroic valor, worthy of Tennessee in the proudest days of her glory. 

But it was not on the battle-field alone, that your regiments bore 
your banner so high and so proudly. In the toilsome march, be- 
neath the burning sun, in the pestilential encampment, everywhere, 
and under all circumstances, your volunteers well sustained the 
honor of the State. In behalf of our whole people, I recommend 
the strongest expression of public gratitude and admiration for their 
heroic services, and that a full register of the names of every sol- 
dier of the three regiments be made out and safely deposited in the 
new capitol, when completed, that posterity may know who they 
were that contributed so largely to the honor and glory of the Com- 
monwealth. Let the State contribute largely to the erection of 
some lofty monument to the memory of those who fell either in bat- 
tle or by disease, in the prosecution of a war, which could not have 
been, avoided without a sacrifice of national honor, dignity and 

veharacter. 

But the patriotic devotion of our fellow-citizens has been tested 
by another requisition, recently made, for two more regiments of 
infantry from the State. It is with no common degree of pride 
that I announce the pleasing fact to you, that, notwithstanding the 
many appeals made to the people of the State, through a portion of 
the public press, and the debates and discussions of the past Summer, 
against the justice, propriety and necessity of the Mexican war, 
the chivalrous sons of Tennessee have responded to the call, with a 
noble enthusiasm. 
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Five companies were called for by my proclamation from each 
Major General’s division in the State, thereby giving, as on the for- 
mer occasion, a fair and equal chance to the citizens of every por- 
tion of the Sate. 

Many more companies reported: themselves than could be select- 
ed to fill the requisition, whilst many others were known of who 
were ina forward state of completion, when the time arrived for 
making selections. It cannot, I hope, be eonsidered invidious to 
mention that East Tennessee was peculiarly chivalrous on the oc- 
casion, having furnished not only the five companies called for, but 
tendered ten other companies besides, composed of her brave and 
hardy sons. The officers of the United States having learned, by 
experience, something of the promptitude and celerity with, which 
the citizen soldiers of Tennessee always rush to the standard of 
their country, have promptly repaired to the State to aid in carry- 
ing out the movement, exempting the Executive from much of the 
labor and responsibility of a former oceasion. The volunteers are 
now on their way to their respective encampments at Nashville and 
Memphis, where they will be regularly organized into regiments, 
and pass over to the command and service of the United States. — 
If the war continues, the whole community cannot but feel the deep- 
est interest in the future destination and fortunes of these brave and 
gallant men. n 

The career of their predecessors in this war has been so distin- 
guished—for their patience under fatigue, for their ready obedience 
to the commands of their officers, for their undaunted courage in 
the face of the enemy—that it would be difficult to emulate their 
bright and glorious example. But I hazard nothing when I assure 
vou that these regiments will go orth nerved to new energies by 
that high example, and firmly resolved, living or dying, to add new 
lustre to the name and character of Tennessee. ‘ 

But at the moment when I am writing down these proud and 
pleasing assurances, the news may be brought to us that a treaty 
has been made, terminating the war between the two nationg. I 
should hail with rapture and delight the bright and beautiful God- 
dess of Peace, at whose shrine the American people have always 
delighted to worship. Her return would be more welcome, be- 
cause she will doubtless bring with her all that was ever demand; 
ed—“indemnity for the past, security for the future.” This was all 
that the Administration at Washington—the President and his 
friends in Congress, and throughout the Union—ali that the Com- 
manding General in his Proclamation in the earliest stages of the 
war ever demanded. The territory she is expected to bring will be 
stained with no blood unjustly shed, in the proud and lustful spirit 
of conquest. She will bring it as the only indemnity Mexico can 
offer against the expenses we have incurred in the prosecution of a 
war, which Mexico herself was the first to proclaim, and first to 
commence. A war originating in Mexico’s unjust attempt to recon 
quer a territory which had been, under all the forms of our Consti- 
tution, made one of the States of the Union; a war avhich she 
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wantonly and wickedly provoked by am invasiom of that part of 
Texas lying cast of the Lower Rio Grande, te whieh our title ex- 
tended (whatever might be said of the Upper Rio Grande) without 
a shadow of a doubt. But I cannot shut my eyes to the great fact, 
that there are many persons, of this State and elsewhere, who, in 
anticipation of a result such as we are now considering, have ła- 
bored hard to convince the people that, if indemnity in land against 
the expenses of this war, and for the purpose of paying the millions 
that are due to our citizens, should be willingly offered by Mexieo, 
such an indemnity should be scorned and rejected. Whether the 
infatuation of party will persist in such doctrine, remains to be 
seen. But I most earnestly recommend to this General Assembly, 
never to adjourn until you have instructed your Senators and re- 
quested your Representatives no# to vote against a treaty of peace, 
or refuse the necessary appropriation to carry it into effect, only De- 
cause it may contain a cession of territory to the United States.— 
indemnity against the war, I hold to be clearly right— Mexico her- 
self, I doubt not, will so consider it. Shali the United states reject 
the indenmity because it may be inland, and notin money! She 
has not the latter to pay, and the former constitutes her.only remain- 
ing resource. It will therefore be indemnity in land or nothing.— 
I repeat, in land or nothing. What. wise or sensible man, in the 
management of his private affairs, would reject a payment in land, 
when his debtor had no other resource left, with which to satisfy his 
demand? The plea that our country is large enough already, takes 
no account of the future millions of freemen who are to inhabit it. 
The natural increase of our own population—the amazing emigra- 
tion to the United States, from the starving and oppressed nations 
af the old World—the genius, indusiry, and enterprise of the An- 
glo-Saxon race—all unite in demanding that our country should be 
extended, from ocean to ocean—widened out in all her borders, 
whenever it can be done consistently with the dictates of national 
honor and justice. Such an opportunity will now be offered freely 
to us, and perhaps for ihe last time in the history of our country. 

The pretext that any new accession of territory, may endanger 
the perpetuation of our glorious Union, is only a shallow device for 
alarming the timid and deceiving the ignorant. . 

The same ery was raised when Louisiana, extending from the 
Gulf tothe Northern Lakes. was acquired—ihe same when Missou- 
ri was admitted—when Florida was purchased—when Texas, neith- 
cr conquered nor purchased, walked into our Union by sovereign 
compact and agreement. The Union dissolved !! dissolved by the 
growih and enlargement of our free and happy Republic!! No— 
it grows stronger and stronger by it, the very elements of perpetua- 
tion being increased in the exact proportion of its contemplated 
magnitude. The spirit of medern Abolitionism, if it existed at 
all inthe early days of the Republie, stood rebuked by the Constitu- 
tion. Itstood equally rebuked in the Missouri Compromise, which 
was but a virtual conlinuation.of that of the Constitution. So it 
will bein the.extension of the same line of latitude 36 deg. 30 min.,, 
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through the newly acquired territory of' California. What a beat- 
tiful harmony in our national action would then be exhibited! Our 
Revolutionary Fathers, in adjusting the proportion of the free and 
slave-holding States, substantially fixed it on latitude of 36 deg. 30 
min. The next generation (for the Revolutionary one had'nearly 
departed,) then extended that line through the newly acquired ter- 
ritory from France, and now it is proposed (and to this I give my 
assent, and earnestly recommend that you give yours,) to extend 
this line still Westward, through thé territory which may be ceded 
to us by Mexico, to the shores of the Pacific. This being done, the 
great strife and contention about slavery, we may hope, will be set- 
tled and ended forever. Then no “Wilmot Proviso” will break up- 
on our repose, like a fire-bell by night. Theline of separation will 
be fixed. All men would understand it and conform to ‘it, in the 
formation of States. Nor need the conscientious and sincere friend 
of the black race, (for there are-many such,) be in the slightest de- 
gree apprehensive that slavery, though permitted to exist South of 
that line, would ever be in fact established in any one of the States 
of California. The character of the country—the nature of its re- 
sources—the insecurity of such property on many accounts, would 
deter any slave-holder from taking that description.of property with 
him. The question about slavery, therefore, loses much, if not all, 
its practical importance in relation to the territory iow to be acquired 
from Mexico, as has béen truly said by ne of our greatest statesmen, 
and said too, at a most auspicious moment for the peace and harmo- 
ny of our country. -.The Union therefore, I hold to be in no danger 
from any new accession of territory. I believe that, under the 
Providence of God, it is destined to last and endure forever; stretch- . 
ing, like the beautiful rainbow of Hope and of Promise, until it be- 
spans this whole continent.. 

A vacancy has occurred in the Suprerhe Court,. by the resignation 
of Judge Reese, now on file, to take effect from the first day of ` 
the present month, which places itin the power of the General As- - 
sembly to fill it, without the intervention of the Executive. Aneth- 
er vacancy occurred in the 4th Judicial Circuit, by the death of Judge 
Cannon, which was temporarily filled by George W. Rowles, Esq. 
Vacancies in the 4th, 8th, and 10th Solicitorial Districts have been fill- 
ed by the appoinment of Mr. Joseph G. Pickett, of Carthage ; Mr. J.P: . 
Campbell, of Columbia; and Mr. T. P. Scurloek, of Jackson—-whose 
commissions will expire with the close of the present Legislature. . 
Mr. Nelson, Register of the Mountain District, having resigned, the - 
vacancy was filled by the appointment of Mr. J. H. Minnis, and 
subsequently, on his résignation, by the appointment. of Mr. J, F. 
Brown, of Sparta. ; $ 

It will also be your duty to elect a Senator to Congress, to supply - 
the place of the Hoh. Spencer Jarnagin, whose- terni of service ex- 
pired on the 4th of March last. I need not anticipate, by a single 
remark, the care with. which,you will select some individual, emi- 
nent for his'ability and: patriotism, to fill this exalted station, ata 
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i have now presented to your consideration, all the subjects which 
{ desire to present before you, and close this communication with the 
sincere and confident hope that your deliberations may he distin- 
guished for their harmony, and may result in the adyaneement of 
the best interests and welfare of the State.

morning, at half after 10 o’clock, for the purpose of giving further 
time to complete the official returns. 
Which motion was agreed to by the Convention. 
Whereupon, Mr. Speaker and the members of the Senate with- 
drew fram the Representative Hall. 
oo Flippin, from the Committee on the Rules of this House, re- 
orted: 
j That said committee had had the subject referred to them under 
consideration, and had instructed him to report the following Rules 
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for the government of the House of Representatives, and to recom- 
mend their adoption by the House, to-wit : 


RULES OF THE HOUSE. 


Duties of the Speaker. 


ist. He shall take the Chair every day, precisely at the hour to 
which the House shall have adjourned on the preceding day; 
shall call the House to order, and on the appearance of a quorum, 
shall eause the Journal of the preceding day to be read. 

2d. He shall preserve order and decorum ; he may speak to points 
of order in preference to other members, always rising from his 
seat for that purpose; and shall decide questions of order, subject 
to an appeal to the House by any two members—on which appeal 
no member shall speak more than once, unless by leave of the 
House. i 

3d. He shall rise to put a question, but may state it sitting. * 

4th. He shall put questions audibly and distinctly, in this form, 
to-wit: “Gentlemen in favor of (as the question may be) say 
* Aye,” and after the affirmative voice is expressed: “Gentlemen 
of a contrary opinion, say ‘Io? ” If the Speaker doubts, or a di- 
visioniis called for by any member before the decision of the House 
is declared by the Chair, the House shall divide. _ Those of. the af- 
firmative shall first rise from their seats; and afterwards, those in 
the negative. 

5th. The Speaker shall have the general direction’ and superin- 
tendence of the Hall, and shall assign seats for persons invited 
within the bar of the House. . 

6th. He shall have the right to name any member to perform the 
duties of the Chair, but such substitution shall not extend beyond 
an adjournment. ° 

7th. He shall appoint all Committees, unless otherwise directed by 
the House; in which latter case, they shall be appointed by the vote 
of the House, taken viva voce, and a plurality of votes shall prevail. 

8th. All Acts, Addresses and Joint Resolutions shall be signed by 
the Speaker; and all Writs, Warrants and Subpenas, and other 
process issued by order of the House, shall be under his hand and 
seal, and attested by the Clerk. 

9th. In case of any disorderly conduct or disturbance in the Lob- 
by, the Speaker shall have power to order the same to be cleared. 

10th. He may admit Stenographers and Newspaper Reporters 
Within the bar of the House, and assign them such seats as shall 
not interfere with the convenience of the members. 

llth. On the Ayes and Noes, the Speaker’s name shali be last 
called by the Clerk. 

Order of Business. | 
12th. As soon as the Journal is read, the Speaker or the Clerk 


shallcall: First, for Petitions and Memorials from the members of 
each County and District; second, fer reports from Standing Com- 
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tnittees; and, third, for reports from Select Committees. After whic 
the House shall pass to the unfinished business, in which it was er- 
gaged at the last preceding adjournment; or, at the pleasure of 
the House, to any other business that may be called up or present- 
ed, Al} questions relating to the priority of business shall be de~ 
cided without debate. 


Of Decorum and Debate. 


18th, When any member is about to speak in debate, or deliver 
any matter whatever to the House, he shall rise from his seat and 
respectfully address himself to “Mr. Speaker,” and awaiting, the 
notiee of the Speaker, shall, after he is recognised by the Chair, pro- 
ceed in his remarks, conforming himself strietly to the question un- 
der debate, and avoiding all personalities. 

14th. If any member in debate or otherwise,shall transgress the 
rules of this Uouse, the Speaker shall, and any member may call 
hini to order: in whick ease, the member so called to oxder, shall 
immediately seat himself, until permitted to explain. The decision 
of the Chair on the question of order shall be submitted to, unless 
the party appeals to the House, when a decision shall be had with- 
out debate. If the decision shall be in favor of the member, he 
shall be at liberty to proceed; if otherwise, he shall not proceed 
without leave, and should the ease require it, he shall be liable to 
the censure of the House. 

15th. When two or more members rise at the same time, the 
Speaker shall name the member who is first to be heard, 

16th. No member shall speak more than twice on the same ques- 
tion without leave of the House, nor more than once, until every 
member choosing to be heard shall have spoken once. 

17th. If a question be suspended or dismissed by adjournment and 
renewed on a succeeding day, no member who shall have spoken 
twice on a preceding day shall be permitted to speak again with- 
out leave. 

18th. Whilst the Speaker is putting a question, or addressing the 
House, no one shall walk owt of or aeross the House’; ner in any 
such case, or when a member is speaking, shall any. one entertain 
discourse, or pass between such member speaking and the Chair. 

19th. No member shall vote on any question,.in the event of which 
he shall be immediately or directly interested, nor in any ease when 
he was not within the bar when his name was called. 

20th. Every member who shall be within the bar, whem his name 
is called, (except as above stated on acceunt of interest,) shall give 
his vote, unless the House shall by special reason excuse him, which 
reason shall be assigned before the House divides; or before the eall 
of the Yeas and Nays is commenced. 

21st. Upon the Ayes and Noes, orupon divisionand count, no mem- 
ber who is not within the bar of the House shall answer or vote. 

22d. When by order of the House, the Speaker has riken'to sub- 
mit a question, or when, upon the Ayes and Noes, the name of the 
first member upon the roll shall have beem called by the Clerk, all 
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debate is at an end, and no motion is in order, untll the decision of 
the House is declared from the Chair. 

23d. No member shall absent himself from the service of the 
House, unless he have leave, or be sick and unable to attend. 

24th. Every member shall address the Chair from his own appro- 
priate table, and no member shall be recognized by the Speaker, un- 
less he be when he addresses him, in his proper place. 

25th. No member shall stand at, or about the Clerk’s table during 
a call of the House, the reading of the Journal, or any vote, bill, res- 
olution, or other paper, unless leave be specially granted to him by 
the Chair. 

26th. No member shall smoke tobacco within the Hall of the 
House, during the hours of session. 


Of Motions. 


27th. When a question is under debate, the motion shall be “to ad- 
journ,” “to lie on the table,” “for the previous question,” “to post- 
pone indefinitely, ” “to strike out the enacting clause of a bill,” “to 
amend,” “to postpone to a day certain,” or “ to commit,” and said 
motions shall have precedence, in the order in which they are here 
stated. 

26th. No motion “to postpone indefinitely,” “to strike out the en- 
acting clause of a bill,” “to amend,” “to postpone to a day certain, ” 
or “to commit,” being decided, shall again be allowed on the same 
day, and at the same stage of a bill or proposition. 

29th. A motion “to postpone indefinitely,” or “to strike out the en- 
acting clause of a bill,” if carried, is equivalent to a rejection, 

30th. A motion “to adjourn,” is always in order—that and a mo- 
tion for the previous question,” and a motion, “to lie on the table,” 
shall be decided without debate. 

31st. The previous question precludes, all amendments and fur- 
ther debate, and demands the sense and will of the House, upon the 
main question, that is, on the bill or proposition in the shape in which 
it stood before the House, when the debate commenced, or when the 
last motion to amend was submitted ; it shall only be admitted when 
demanded by a majority of the members present. 

82d. No motion ong subject differing from that under conside- 
tation, shall be admitted under color of amendment. 

33d. When amotion has been made and carried in the affirma- 
tive, or negative, it shall be in order for any member voting with 
the majority, to move for a re-consideration thereof at any time the 
same day, or the two next succeeding day ; and no motion to re-con- 
sider shall be in order thereafter; and the Clerk shall transmit to 
the Senate, no bill or resolution, until the time for moving a re-con- 
sideration shall have expired, unless otherwise expressly ordered by 
the House. 

34th. Every motion shall be reduced to writing, if desired by the 
Speakeror a member. 
_ 35th. After a motion is stated by the Chair, or read by the Clerk, 
it shall be deemed to'be in possession of the House, but it may be 
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Withdrawn by the mover, at any time before a decision or amend- 
ment. 

36th. Any member may move for the division of a question, and 
it shall be divided, if it comprehends questions so distinct, that on 
being taken away, the rest may stand entire for the decision of the 
House. 

37th. A motion, “to strike out and insert,” shall be divisible, 

38th. When a motion is made to “strike out ,” or “ commit,” and 
different committees are proposed, the question shall be taken in the 
tollowing order: 

The Committee of the Whole, a Standing Committee, a Select 
Committee. 

39th. Motions and reports may be committed at the pleasure of 
the House. 


Of Committees. 


40th. There shall be seventeen Standing Committees, and as many 
Select Committees as the House in its pleasure may direct. 
List. The following are the Standing Committees, to-wit :.

The Committee of Ways and Means shall have-the conside- 
ration of all such propositions touching the revenue, and. the assess 
ment of taxes, as may be referred to them; they shall enquire into 
the State of the public debt, and public revenue, and report from 
time to time their opinion thereon.. 

dith. The Committee of Finance shall take into consideration the 
accounts of the State Treasurer; they shall settle with the State 
Treasurer, and also report from time to time, such provisions as may 
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he necessary tọ add to the economy and accountability of that de- 
partment. 

45th. The Committee of Claims shall take into consideration all 
such petitions, matters and things, touching. claims or demands 
against the State, as shall be referred. to them, and report their 
opinions thereon, with such propositions of relief therein as to them 
shall. seem expedient. 

46th. The Committee. of Education and Common Schools, shall 

take under consideration a system of Hducation by Colleges, Acade- 

mies ànd Common Schools ; they.shall examine and report the situa- 
tion of the College, Academy, and Common School Funds, the best 
means of securing and increasing these funds, and such other mat- 
ters and things, touching Colleges, Academies, ‘and Common Schools, 
and the funds thereof, as shall be referred to them by this Fouse. 

47th. The Committee of Internal Improvements shall take into 
consideration all such matters and things touching the development 
of the resources of the State as may be referred to them. 

48th. The Committee of Military Affairs shall take into considc- 
ration all such subjects relating to the military establishments of 
the State as may be referredio them by the House, and report 
thereon. 

4th. The Committee of Public Lands shall take into considera- ` 
tion all such petitions, matters and things, as relate to the Land 
Office, land warrants, private land claims, and the public lands 
he ‘longing to the State, as shall come in question, and be referred to 
them Dy ‘the Louse. 

50th. The Committee on the Judiciary shall take into considera- 
tion all such petitions, matters and things, touching the establish- 
inent of Courts of Justice and Judicial pr oceedings, as shall be pre- 
sented, or may come in question and be referred to them by the 
House. 

5ist. The Committee on ihe Penitentiary shall take into conside- 
ration, and report the state and condition of the Penitentiary ; ; they 

shall-have power to settle with ihe Keeper thercof, and report to 

ihe House such improvements and amendments in the poliey and 
management of the Penitentiary, asin their opinion may best pro- 
mote the purposes for which it was established. 

52d. The Committee on Banks is vested with full and ample powe 
to call upon the Banks in this State, in whose funds the State e- 
has an interest, and to make such examinations therein as the char- 
ters of said Banks may permit; they shall report to the House all 
such matters and things touching said Banks, and the rights of the 
state connected ther ewith, as they shall deem advisable, together 
Ww iR a recommendation of such measures as to them. may seem ex- 
pedient. 

53d. It shall be the duty of the Committee on Enrolled. Bills eare-- 
fully to collect, examine, and report all acts, resolutions and other 
proceedings finally passed and acted upon by the House, and ordered 
to be cnrolled. 


d4th.. The Committee on. New Counties and County Lines shall

take into consideration all petitions, matters and things, touching 
the establishment of new counties, and the alteration of county 
lines,as shall be presented, or may come into question and be referred 
to them by the House. 

55th. It shall be the duty of the Committee on Federal Relations- 
to take into consideration all subjects connected with relations of 
the State tothe Federal Government, or with any of the Depart- 
ments thereof, and such other matters connected with the same as 
may be referred to them by the House, and report from time to time 
their opinion thereon, together with such propositions relative thereto 
as to them may seem expedient. 

56th. It shall be the duty of the Committee on the Lunatic Asy- 
lum to investigate the state and condition of that institution, and all 
matters and things cennected therewith, and report from time to 
time thereon. 

57th. It shall be the duty of the Committee on Agriculture and 
Manufactures to take into consideration all such petitions, memo- 
rials, and maiters and things touching Agriculture and Manufactures 
of this State, as shall be presented or maycome in question and bere- 
ferred to them by the House, and report from time to time their opin- 
ñon thereon. 

58th. ‘The several Standing Committees, shall have leave to re- 
port by bill or otherwise. 

59th. No Committee shall sit during the sitting of the House, 
without special leave. 

Committee of the Whole. 

60th. All Bills on a second reading, at the pleasure of the House, 
a majority of the members present voting therefor, shall be consid- 
ered in the same manner, as if the House were in Committee of 
the Whole; and when the House shall consider a bill, resolution, or 
other paper, as in Ccmmittee of the Whole, the Speaker shall calla 
member to fill the Chair. 

Gist. When the House shall consider a bill, or resolution as in 
Committee of the Whole, the rules of proceeding in the House, se 
far as the same are applicable, shall be observed, except that the 
Ayes and Noes shall never be called for, and no previous question 
can then be put; and every member may speak twice to a question, 
until every member choosing to speek shall have spoken. 

Of Bills and Acts. 

62d. Any member may, on motion and leave, introduce a bill, 
and all bills shall be dispatched in order as they’ were introduced, 
unless when the House shall direct otherwise. 

63d. All acts and resolutions ordered to be engrossed, shall be ex- 
ecuted in a fair hand. 

64th. No amendment by way of rider, shall be received to a bill 
on its third reading. 

Rescinding and Suspending Rules. 
65th. No standing rule or order of the House shall be rescinded 
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without one day’s notice being given, of the motion thereof, nor shall 
any rule be suspended except by a vote of at least two-thirds of the 
members present. 

66th. All resolutions shall be read and lie on the table one day, 
unless the House shall otherwise expressly allow. 

67th. Petitions, Memorials, and other papers addressed to the 
consideration of the House, shall be presented by the Speaker, or 
by a member in his place, and a brief statement of the contents of 
such petition, memorial, or paper, shall be endorsed on the back 
thereof. 

68th. In filling up blanks, the longest time, and the longest sum, 
shall be first put. 

69th. It shall be the duty of the Clerk to number all bills, either 
reported by Committees, or introduced by individual members, in the 
order of .time in which they were reported, or introduced ; and bills 
passed on one day shall immediately stand as the order of the day 
for the succeeding day, ‘unless specially ordered otherwise by the 
House; and bills of an older member shall have priority over bills 
of a younger member in their passage, unless specially otherwise 
directed by the House. 

70th. Bills from the Senate shall have priority of action ever bills 
of the House, containing the same substance or subject matter of 
legislation, when delivered to the House before final action of the 
House upon such bill, containing the same matter and substance.

State placing guards around the Treasury, and in the opinicn of 
your committee such a law will very seriously impair the resources 
of the State; as the law now stands, no bill of cost can legally be 
paid by the Treasurer until its correctness is certified, not only by 
the Attorney General and Judge, but it has to undergo the revision 
and scrutiny of the Comptrofler. The bill under consideration pro- 
poses to make the examination and certificate of the Judge und 
Attorney General, conclusive upon the Comptroller, and deprives 
him of all power to examine or correct the bill of cost, however 
erroneous. Such a change your committee deem unsafe. There 
would, iz the first place, be no uniform rule in the taxation or con- 
struction of the law of costs, since the opinion of the various 
Attorneys Gencral and Judges in the different circuits would be 
very likely to differ widely. The Comptroller isan officer having 
the requsite leisure, and may be supposed to possess peculiar knowl- 
edge and skill in detecting any false items in a bill of cost, much 
more so than can ordinarily attach to the -Attorney General or 
Judge. - In the opinion of your committec his power over the matter 
should not be displaced. Your committee have very little doubt, 
that thousands of dollars have and will in future be saved to the 
State by the power given the Comptroller under the present law.— 
They therefore recommend a rejeetion of the bill. .

Judge can in open Court appoint a special term, if in his opinion 
the public business requires it, and in the opinion of your Commit- 
tee; no further legislation is necessary upon the subject, unless we 
intend to establish the practice of granting special terms as they 
may be required im any Courts in the State; this, in the opinion of 
your Committee, should not be done. Sore few counties may sus- 
tain an inconvenience, but‘it is better that the lav of the land should 
not be altered for a few eccasional cases. The Courts of DeKalb 
may probably suffer an inconvenience, but if the General Assem- 
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bly were to commence such a system of legislation, the precedent, 
in the opinion of your Committee, would be a bad one. They there- 
fore recommend that the prayer of the memorialists be rejected.

In Section the third, of Article the 
Gth, of the Constitution, strike out the words, “the General Assem- 
bly shall, by a joint vote of both louses, appoint Judges to the 
several Courts of Law and Equity,” and insert in their room and 
stead, the following words: “'The Judges of such inferior Courts 
as the Legislature may establish, shall be elected by the qualified’ 
voters residing within the bounds of any District or Cireuit to 
which such inferior Judge, or Judges, either of Law or Equity, may 
be assigned, by ballot, in the same manner that members of the 
General Assembly areelected.” 

The said third Section, when amended, te read imthe following 
words and figures: ‘ 

“Nec. 3. The Judges of such inferior Courts as the Legislature 
may establish, shall be elected by the qualified votes residing within 
the bounds of any District or Circuit to which such inferior Judge, 
or Judges, either in Law or Equity, may be assigned, by ballot, in 
the same manner that members of the General Assembly are elect- 
ed. Courts may be esta%lished to be holden by Justices of the 
Peace. Judges of the Supreme Court shall be thirty-five years of 
age,.and shall be elected for the term of twelve years.” 

Second Proposed Amendment. In Sectiomthe 5th of the 6th Ar- 
ticle of the Constitution, strike out the words, “The Legislature 
shall elect Attorneys for the State by a joint vote of both Houses of 
the General Assembly,” and insert in their room and stead, the 
following words: “The General Assembly shall, by joint vete of 
both Houses, appoint an Attorney for ihe State; and the Attorney 
for the State for any Circuit or District to which a Judge of an in- 
ferior Court may be assigned, shall be elected by the qualified voters 
residing within the bounds of such Court or District, in the same 
manner that members of the General Assembly are elected.” 
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Said 5th Section, when amended, to read in the words and figures 
following: 

“Sec. 5. The General Assembly shall, by joint vote of both 
LWouses, appoint an Attorney for the State ;-and the Attorney for the 
State for any Circuit or District to which a Judge of an inferior 
‘Court may be assigned, shall be elected by the qualified voters-re- 
siding within the bounds of such Circuit or District, in the same 
manner that members of the General Assembly are elected; all 
which Attorneys shall hold their office for the term of six years. 
In all cases where an Attorney for any District fails or refuses to at- 
tend and prosecute according to law, the Court shall have the pow- 
er to appoint an Attorney, pro tempore. 

Schedule to Amendments. 

Sec. 1. And that ne inconvenience may arise from the proposed 
amendments, should the same be adopted by the people, it is declar- 
od that all Judges ef Courts and Attorneys, contemplated in the 
proposed amendments, shall continue to hold their offices and exer- 
cise the duties and functions thereof, according to the true existing 
Laws and Constitution, until the election of their successors by the 
people, to be held and made under a law to be passed by the Gen- 
eral Assembly next elected after the ratification of the proposed 
amendments by the people; which law shall prescribe the ‘times | 
and places of holding said election, and which shall be passed 
without delay, and in strict pursuance of said amendments.

accused the right in all criminal prosecutions, to demand the natura 
and cause of the-accusation against him, and to have a copy there- 
of and atrial bya Jury of the country; itis difficult to imagine 
any proposition- that has greater constitutional difficulties to en- 
counter. Ifthis clause in the Constitution can be waived as to mis- 
dameanors, by conferring the jurisdiction upon a Justice of the 
Peace under the pretext that the grade of offences is too small for 
higher Courts, it will follow that the same thing may, when deemed 
expedient, be done asio felonies, and thus the Constitution will be 
practically repealed; your Committec therefore report that such a 
proposition is unconstitutional and inexpedient, and should be re- 
jdeted by the General Assembly.

A communication was then received from his Excellency, the 
Governor of the State of Tennessee, by Mr. Young, Secretary of 
State, which was read at the Clerk’s table, and is as follows: 


Executive DEPARTMENT, 
Nashville, Nov. 5, 1847. 
Gentlemen of the Senaie and House of: Representatives : 

You are now in the active exercise of the high trusts committed 
to you by the people of Tennessee; and no doubt anxiously delib- 
erating, for the best interests of.the State. Participating in this 
spirit, and willing to contribute any thing in my power to aid you 
in:your councils, I beg leave to submit a few considerations on some 
of the more prominent subjects before you. , 

In taking a survey of the State, we are not without many causes 
of-rejoicing. General health, domestie peace and tranquillity, and 
an abundance of the necessaries of life, are striking characteristics 
of our’ present condition. And upon these blessings I sincerely 
congratulate you and our common constituents. Itis not your mis- 
fortune to have to legislate under the goadings of any pressing ex- 
igency, or amid the influences of any domestic calamity. Hence, 
your task is much alleviated, and your responsibility diminished. 

But it isnot to be concealed, that there are some questions of 
high importance, which, while they are not immediately afflicting, 
démand your sober and -serious consideration, ‚in -reference to the 
future. , 

It appears that no provision has-been madé.to meet the first in- 
stalment of $125,000 en the bonds-issued :for.stock in the Union 
Bank, and which is soon to fall due. Doubtless none was practi- 
cable. It now remains to be-considered what means can be devis- 
ed to make the payment. In:addition to this, is the deficiency in 
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the profits of the Bank of Tennessee, to meet its liabilities— 
amounting on the Ist of July, 1847, to $115,248 49—making togeth- 
er the aggregate sum of $240,248 49, to be supplied by the Treas- 
ury, or in some other mode. Ido not hope for any increase of the 
profits of the Bank for the next two years, under any new ofganiza- 
tion of that institution, or any new policy for its administration, 
however wise. The last two years have been marked by-an unu- 
sual state of things—one propitious to banking operations, but not 
likely to occur soon again. On the contrary, difficulties are to be 
apprehended, tending rather ic depress than to enlarge the opera- 
tions of any Bank. These, however, I will refer to hereafter. 

Assuming, then, that we cannot, upon any reasonable calculation, 
rely upon the Bank for the means to meet this growing exigency, we 
must look to other resources. And we may rely with some conti- 
dence upon a considerable increase of profits in the Internal Im- 
provement Companies: the amount, however, is conjectural. An- 
other resource may be found, in furnishing some adequate remedy 
for the present defects in the mode of valuing property subject to 
taxation. Much complaint exists on this subject, in many parts of 
the couniry, and there is abundant reason to believe that it is well 
founded. It is certainly right, that every article made subject to 
taxation, should be valued ai its cash rate in the market at the time. 
OF this no honest man could complain——and by this, and only by 
this, can the public burdens be equalized, and justice done to the 
State. In my opinion, this can be accomplished without creating 
the office of Assessor, and with but little if any additional expense. 
Let the commissioner who takes the list of taxable property, be re- 
quired, first, io take an oath, that he will take such list, at the cash 
value of the property in the market. And when he returns it, let 
him be required to swear, in the same terms, that he has taken such 
list. The commissioner, of course, can employ what means he 
pleases to arrive at the value of property, and if he chooses, content 
himself with his own judgment. I, therefore, recommend an amend- 
ment of the present law in this particular. It is for you to deter- 
mine whether the suggestion is wholesome and proper, or whether 
any better expedient can be devised. I do not hesitate to declare, 
as my opinion, if all the complaints on this subject are true, that if 
the true valuation of taxable property were attained, it would in- 
crease this species of revenue at least one-halt, or perhaps more. 
I can see no objection to the cancellation of the Bonds which have 
been purchased, the discount on which, amounting to $50,816 55, 
will be, by so much, a reduction of the deficit referred to. 

The sale of the stock owned by the State inthe Union Bank, 
ought still to be made, if it can be done without too great a sacri- 
fice. That stock was not taken at the time, it is presumed, with 
any view to speculation, but merely to aidin the creation of an 
Institution, that, it was believed at the same time, would be useful 
to the people. If the State is the owner of any other st. cks, which 
could be sold svithont sacrifice, it might he well to authorize the 
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Bale of them, at least to such extent as will meet the present emer- 
gency. 

By a fair and reasonable calculation of receipts and expenditures, 
for several-yearg past, and with a moderate reliance on present re- 
sources, I think we may safely assume, that the means on hand and 
to accrue within the ensuing fiseal year, will be sufficient to meet 
the ordinary expenses, including appropriations for the Capitol, and 
also the deficit in the ,contingent fund. We have then to be pro~ 
vided for, the $125,000 for stock in the Union Bank alone. ‘Chis 
I believe can be fully met by the increased profits from works of 
Internal Improvements, and trom the additional revenue arising 
trom taxes on property, by amending the mode of valuation as be- 
tore mentioned. ‘fo avoid any possible failure, provision might be 
made for a contingent loan, to be effected in the event of a defi- 
ciency of means in the Treasury at the time this instalment falls 
due: and which can be repaid at maturity out of any accruing 
funds. I think this view of our resources is correct, and it is one 
upon which I feel willing, on my part, to risk the experiment. But 
rom the short period of time since my induction into office, I have 
had less opportunity than many of your honorable. body, to make a 
full and thorough rescarch into these questions. I, therefore, sub- 
mit these views with the most entire deference; hoping they may 
aid you in some-degree, but earnestly desirous that they may mise 
lead no one. 

I need not impress upon you the duty of promptly providing for 
all the public engagements, and of maintaining inviolate the publie 
faith; for such an appeal might seem to imply some distrust. I feel 
no distrust. Our past history foreshadows what will be our future 
policy. The honor of the State has never made its silent but elo- 
quent appeal in vain, to any cf our predecessors; and the same 
noble vindication, I doubt not, will be awarded at your hands. But if 
in your judgment,the resources here indicated shall be deemed insuf- 
licient to meet the demands upon the Treasury, there remains but 
one other resort, and that is, inereased taxation. And in such an 
event, I do not hesitate to recommend it; for I shall not sbrink on 
my part, from any responsibility that relates to the public honor, or 
the public interest. Such a resort is always disagreeable, and ought 
not to be made but upon clear necessity. ‘This being apparent, | 
have no fears of the ready approval of an henest people. ` Any in- 
crease of taxes that may be found necossary,might be greatly miti- 
gated in its effect, by-issuing the bonds of the State for the amount 
required, payable at such dates as would make them approximate 
par value; and then adopt a rate of taxes commensurate with that 
umount, according to the time. The revenue thus raised: would 
constitute a Sinking Fund, to be applied each year 1o the payment 
of the bonds as they fell due—and the rate of taxes in this way be 
comparatively moderate. This view comments: itself, not as an 
evasion of present payment and its attendant burdens, buton ac- 
count of the probable increase of profits.on the stoeks belonging te 
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the State, andthe enhanced value of some of the stocks themselves, 
which it is fair to anticipate. 

Further appropriations for the construction of the Capitol will of 
course be necessary—what amount, it will be for you to determine. 
But I respectfully suggest, that a considerable sum might be saved 
to the State, by hastening the completion of that building. The 
salary of the Architect, and, perhaps, some other stated annual al- 
lowances, would be curtailed in the aggregate. Besides, it is de- 
sirable that that noble edilice should be in the use and enjoyment 
of the State as early as practicable. This view contemplates 
heavier appropriations, and the employment of additional labor.— 
Economy in the end, dictates this course, if the present resources 
will justify it. 

Some change, it is obvious, is necessary to be made in the Lunatic 
Asylum. Whether that shall be in iis entire location, or by addi- 
tions to the present buildings, is submitted to your consideration.— 
The Report of the Physician of that Institution is before you; and I 
shall not attempt to amplify or improve upon the scund views which 
it presents. Much beneit has, doubtless, arisen frem this Institu- 
tion already. And it is the duty, as weil as the interest of the State, 
to render its means as efficacious as possible. The voice of hu- 
manity is continually making its appeal in behalf of that unfortu- 
nate class of our countrymen, and against it there is no argument. 

Some change in the present organization of the Bank of Ten- - 
nessee, seems to be demanded in many quarters of the State. ‘This 
is a subject, to me at least, of no small magnitude ; and I doubt not, 
it will receive at your hands, the most patient consideration. It is 
now too late to discuss the policy of creating such an institution.— 
Our only duty is, to make the best use of it we can, for the interest 
of the State. The great evil connected with the Bank, and one 
which was developed early in lis history, is the heavy demand upon 
it. It has been tasked beyond its ability. Hence it is continually 
subject to the temptation of overaction, in order to meet the charge 
upon it; and at the same time, liable to a full share of reproach 
and want of confidence, for failures that are unavoidable. The 
policy of putting the whole institution in a state of liquidation, was 
urged at the last session of the Legislature, as you know, and reject- 
ed, with the exception of the discontinuance of a few of the 
ranches. The question of liquidation, whatever reasons existed 
in its favor (and there were many) I consider as settled for the pres- 
ent, and so far as public sentiment has been indicated, it is in favor 
of the continuance of the Bank, and to some extent at least, of the 
restoration of the Branches. Independent of this, the proposition 
now is, how can we make ihe most moncy, to meet the various de» 
mands that have been and may be, created? I believe it can be 
done by the continuance of the Bank for the present, and the res- 
{oration of the Branches. Aside from the opinion urged by many, 
that the whole capital of the institution can be safely used, a large 
gum has been invested in real estate for the use of the Principal 

s Bank and its Branches, which cannot be converted except at great 
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sacrifice, and which, from the peculiar character of the buildings, 
would be in the main, unpreductive. And in a course of liquida- 
tion, there wouldibe an annual expenditure, for several years, in the 
shape of salaries, stationery and other items, if fot equivalent, at 
least not far short of the present rate. This latter view, applies in 
like manner to the suspended Branches, and the policy of restoring 
them. Experience has proved in the main, that greater profits have 
been made by the Branches, in proportion to their capital, than by 
the Principal Bank.+ This remark is not intended to imply any cen- 
sure upon the administration of fhe Principal Bank at any period, 
or to make any disparagement. The absence of competition, gives 
to the Branches their only advantage. There are many points in 
the State, where banking capital is scarce, and the demand bot- 
tomed upon real resources, that are compelled to seek foreign ac- 
commodations. And this. may ke said of most of the locations that 

. have been hitherto sclected. Whether all the points now or hereto- 
fore occupied by Branches, are the most suitable, I have not the 
means Within the power of many of you, of knowing. No Branch 
ought to be restored, or even continucd, upon the mere ground of 
local accommodation, as desirable as that might be to our feelings, 
if ‘experience has demonstrated that it cannot be profitably em- 
ployed. To make profits is paramount, and is ihe great desideratum 
at present. I would not, however, have the Bank in any state of 
eircumstances, peddling for patronage, or forcing its accommoda- 
tions: adyantages thus sought, must ever be short-lived, and the 
consequences, both to the Bank and the country, disastrous. 

- he view here intended to be inculcated, is addressed fo things 
as they are, and not as they have been, or might have been. If the 
proposition were now pending to create this institution, I could find 
a hundred reasons against it. Its relative connection with other 
interests, or rather their dependency upon it, invest the question with 
its chief importance; and hencc the ground of deep public solici- 
tude. If, however, you are satisfied, according to the opinion of 
some, that the Bank cannot be safely administered, and that itis 
destined to ultimate disaster, the sooner it is put in liquidation the 
better. The great interests, which it would now only retard by s 
gradual cessation, it would absolutely destroy by a permanent ex- 
istence, if indeed it carries within it the elements of decay. Pos- 
terity bas an inheritance in this Bank, involving in a good degree 

V the fate of our systems of Common Schools and Internal Improve- 

y ments as at present organized. Our task is therefore a delicate one, 
and our duty sacred. Iam not satisfied that it would be good poli- 
cy to multiply the Branches in any event. Some of the reasons 
which vindicate the restoration of Branches, “do not apply to the 
creation of new ones. The proposition involves a new train of ex- 
penditures, and increased difficulties in the way of liquidation, 
should that be found desirable in any short period ot time hereafter. 
Thefadvantages, however, to be derived to the institution and the 
State, should settle this, as it should the whole policy. [concur with 
my immediate predecessor, ifa new Branch is created, in fixing it at 
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Memphis, a point which presents, perhaps, the most profitable field of 
operation. In such event, I suggest that it might be wise policy, to 
give to the principal board, discretion upon the subject of buying 
ground and building, or of erecting a house for the accommodation 
of such Branch. 

i would respectfully urge upon you an examination into the cor 
dition, not only of this but of the other Banks. I am persuaded the 
result would not only be advantageous to the Banks themselves, but 
to the country atlarge. This suggestion carries with it no suspi- 
cion of them, nor is it so intended; but those institutions and the 
people are mutually interested in maintaining well-founded confi- 
dence, and I know of no means so well calculated to inspire it in 
the latter, as through the inspection of their own Representatives. 
If their condition is really sate, as I trust and believe it is, it cannot 
be too well known; and if otherwise, cqual reason exists for its 
full development. Their Reports are severally before you, and 
need no comment at my hands. The necessity of the inquiry here 
indicated finds an additional reason in several surrounding circum- 
stances. The downward tendency in the prices of some of our 
principal staples, coupled with the unparalleled commercial failures 
abroad, are well calculated to excite distrust and alarm. Added to 
this, is the drain of specic from the United States to Mexico, to 
maintain our army, which has taken place to a considerable extent, 
and must still continue while the war lasts. Itis not to be disguise: 
that these agencies will have some effect upon our commerce, ané, 
of course, upon the Banks themselves. These considerations are 
well worthy of reflection, in devising any plan of policy in refer- 
ence to the Bank of Tennessee. 

The subject of education, always important, but especially so at 


this juncture, demands a large share of your consideration. | 


knew it has become, in the estimation of many, a hackneyed theme, 
bul that docs not affect its merits. This is because so little has 
been done for it. A long period has elapsed since the State of Ten- 
nessee, in a spirit that promised great results, and which excited 


v high commendations, began a system.of Common Schools. Time 


has waned, and almost a new generation has come upon the stage. 
The authors of the system have, most of them, gone down to the 
tomb, with all their hopes and wishes for its success ; and their suc- 
cessors have come; but alas! how little do they find to admire in 
the accomplishment of this great undertaking. The State has al- 
most been transformed from a wilderness; fields, and cities, and 
towns, and roads, mark her great physical progress; her population 
has doubled; her wealth has greatly multiplicd,and what is grati- 
fying to our pride, her character has reached the highest places of 
renown, Yet this effort for popular education has slumbered, and 
languished, and pined, and exists now rather as a memento of the 
nast than as a living system for future growth and expansion.— 
Many ardent friends of education throughout the State. begin to 
despair-of any. effective public aid, and the labors of your present 


session are looked to by a large portion of the people with no ordi ' 
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nary interest. © It is aymaxim with men of all parties, that “vittuée: 


and: intelligence among the people are indispensable in every free 
goverament to its well-being and security; and ne other maxim 
perhaps can be found as often in the journals of our legislation. If 
it-be once admitted thatit isthe duty of the State to establish and 
maintain, at public expense, some system of education by which 
every child may attain the elementary branches of learning, (and 
this ought to be taken for granted,) the enly remaining question is 
one of means. We havë not got the means! But can we not raige 
the means? Most assuredly we can, and without oppressing orin- 
juring a single individualin the State. The people have all along 
been in advance of us on this subject, and in many parts of the 
State there is a deep. feeling, a burning ardor in favor of it. They 
will in my opinion, submit to a, moderate tax for this purpose, most 
readily and cheerfully, and praise the authors of it. There are 
about one hundred and twenty-two thousand voters in the State: 
an increase of taxes so as'to make an average: Of one dollar to each 
voter, would furnish a sum greater than our annual appropriations 


for‘Schools, Would the people murmur-at suéh a tax as thig?. 


levied for the sole benefit of their children, to elevate them moral- 
ly and intellectually? To sustain a system that comes to them like 
the bread of life, appealing to their noblest nature, and addressing

Common Schools; operate as a credit upon his account for tuition, 
all sense of burden vanishes.at once. os 
The system, as at present organized, is inefficient, more, doubt- 
- less from the want of adequate means, than from its own inherent 
defects. Though] feel certain, that much improvement can be madé 
upon the present plan, especially if adequate means are furnished— 
l wholly. disagree with those, who would suspend‘the Common 
School. fund for a season, with a view to its accumulation, and with 
the hope of gréat ultimate blessings from it, when it shall be re- 
stored. Iam unwilling to see it abstracted for a single day; forif 
it is, I shall not expect-to see its return; mew demands upon it will 
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multiply, as new emergencies may arise, until the whole fund is lost 
in the vortex of change and speculation, and thousands of children 
in the State will thus loose the only inheritance they have. If | 
knew the fund could not now be increased, I would say preserve it, 
in its practical use: keep it alive, like the vestal fire upon the altar: 
a flame may yet be kindled from it, whose incense Heaven will ap- 
prove and posterity will bless. 

But there is no necessity, in my judgment, for delay. The time 
has eome for prompt vigorous exertions upon the subject: the peo- 
ple need it, and I believe their hearts are init. Let the County 
Courts of each county be required to raise by taxes from the peo- 
ple, asum at least equal to that which shall be appropriated to the 
county each year. The sum thus raised could be paid into the hands 
of the County Trustee, who should be regarded as the county super- 
intendent, and compelled to give bond accordingly. There should 
also be a board of county examiners, appointed by the County Courts, 
or by some other competent tribunal, whose business it should be to 
examine every applicant as teacher of a Common School. And no 
man should be allowed to be employed by the district commission- 

pers or trustees, without a certificate of competency from the hoard 
V ef examiners. This would avoid imposition by men of no qualiti- 

cation, whose tuition is worse than useless. In this connection, I 

respectfully urge the appointment of a general superintendent for 
./the State, with a competent salary. He should be a man of talents 

‘and learning, and if possible, of commanding character—and re- 
' quired to traverse the State, and obtain and impart information con- 
* nected with the system and education generally, and report to each 
succeeding legislature. 
' These suggestions are drawn from the plan in operation in New 
VYork; the success of whichis familiar to all who are conversant 
with the history of that State. The amount of the annual appro- 
priations in that State were not greater than ours, and like we, they 
Jhad experimented with the exclusive use of the public fund, and 
with like effect, The present results there, are highly propititious, 
and furnish the most animating assurances of what we may ac- 
complish by following the example. Education there has flourish- 
ed, until, I suppose, fewer children ean be found in that great State, 
within the scholastic ages, who are destitute of learning, than in 
any other in the world of equal population. 
The policy of maintaining education in some form, at the public 
~ expense, is as old as civilization: originating in some States in a 
motive of interest, which expected more revenue and better service 
from an enlightend people; in others, arising from a magnanimity, 
which sought the good of the people for theirownsakes. And we 
are not without examples at this day, even among the despotic gov- 
ernments, of a most striking character. In Austria, where power 
finds its security in bolts and bars and dungeons, and not in the in- 
telligence and virtue of the people, it is a law of the Empire that 
no person is allowed to marry who cannot read, write and cypher.— 
This rele would il suit the genius of our people, but we may im- 
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agine what a powerful incentive it would present to that portion of 
our gallant young countrymen who have not yet. attained these 
branches of learning. We find also, by thenew Constitution of 
Republican Colombia, it is ordained that after 1840, no person shall 
enjoy the rights of citizenship who is unable to read and write— 
These examples deserve to stimulate us, though we will not adopt 
the policy from which they arise—wescan aceomplish the good 
work, without holding. up the terrors ef disfranchisement, or the 
evils of perpetual celibacy. 

The necessity fer liberal exertions on this subject, in some form 
is even great ir Tennessee, amid all her glory and prosperity in oth- 
er respects—I refer you to the census table—it speaks in the lan- 
guage of mute, but solemn eloquence—I will not detail its figures. 
The reference is made with no pleasure, nor ina ae of reproach 
upon that portion of our fellow-citizens, young and old, who from 
want of opportunity, and from poverty and misfortune, are destitute 
of education. Iam endeavoring to plead their cause, and that of 
posterity: and I am in deep earnest. T would rather participate in 
the honor of devising and putting on foet, some scheme, whick 
would diffuse education to every family ix the State, which would 
kindle up intellectual bonfires on the mountains and all along the 
valleys, than to hold any office within the itt of any people. I ask, 
(and it is without invoking the aid ef invidious distinction between 
classes and conditions, for I would scorn it,} how does the poor man 
of humble lot, expect to elevate his children to the level of the more 
favored and wealthy, except through the medium of their mental 
improvement? There is no other way. And this is the only mode 
to ensure practical republicanism among us—and to realize those 
theories of equal rights and equal privileges, which we have writ- 
ten in our constitutions. Here are the means, under which crime ' 
diminishes, morals improve, intellect expands, public sentiment ri- 
pens and strengthens, property multiplies, revenue increases, and 
the State attains true glory. Can we not then signalize this session 
by acts of beneficence, that will be felt and cherished by those who 
are to come after us: that your children and mine, when they shall 
assemble in the halls of yonder rising Capitol, may find in this 
year’s journal, the origin of asystem which shall excite their grat- 
- itude and inspire a noble emulation, and to which they may trace 
perhaps the means of filling those same honorable seats. Thour 
sands of our fellow-citizens are gone to pour eut their blood in a 
distant land, and to gather laurels with which they will decorate 
the brow of this commonwealth. Can we not weave some noble 
chaplet, to add to the adernment, and let these twin emblems of 
public honor repose side by side, to be freshened by the breath of 
coming generations, as the evergreen that blooms ‘upon the summit 
of the mountain, is fertilized with perpetual verdure, by each return- 
ing shower ? 

Í may be allowedto express my deepest regrets, at the failure of 
one great question of national policy, I mean Distribution—becanse 
it involved -a rich¥reasure te-the State of Tennessee, Had that 
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fund been realized, how easily could we now establish a complete 
system of Education throughout the land! How much also could 
we not do for the cause of Internal improvement, without drawing 
upon the-credit of the State! The Chattanooga and Hiwassee 
Railroads ‘could be completed, and other improvements in the East- 
crn and Western rivers accomplished. These means would have 
formed the lightning of the steam-car, to iluminate many æ dark 
mountain waste, and thé thunder of the steam-boat, to awaken the 
aijence of many a solitary stream. But regrets are unavailing, and 
will not supply what is wanting. i 

I therefore recommend an increase of thé Common School Fund, 


, teat least double the present annual appropriations—and so far as 


it enunot be done with present resources, i recommend that it be 
3 


_done by taxes. Ifanything can justify taxation, it is the Education 


of the children of the State. 

{Í regret that nothing cambe done at present for the different Col- 
leges and Academies, thut are making a noble straggle in another 
department of learning. They deserve the regard, and if it were 
possible, the patronage of the State. Ali we can do, is to commend 
them to their own private efforts, and to express our approbation, 
which I do most cordially to them all, without any distinction. 

In connection with the subject of Education, I suggest the pra- 
priety of granting a charter of Incorporation, to a society to be 
ealled, “The Washington Education Society of Tennessee ;” the 
object of which “will be: to aid in thé promotion of learning, by 
funds to be raised by private contribution. Such an association, 
endowed with the ordinary powers, would constitute a potent aux- 
iiary to other means. The spirit of private liberality on this sub- 
jectis at present diffused—this would enable it to embody. The 
Society might exist in every section of thè State, and thus derive its 
means, as well as impart its benefits, here and there, over the whole 
surfatce—sustaining and aiding institutions of learning, and assist- 
ing individuals” of both sexes, who are unable te educate them- 
selves. Iain indebted for the suggestion to public spirited individ- 
uals in private life, and cannot too much commend its objects. It 
will cost nothing at least to make the effort, and may be, and I be- 
Heve will be, the foundation of mueh good. 

The question cf Internal Improvement demands also a large sharo 
of your consideration. | might content myself with simply declar- 
int gv earnest wish for the success of all useful projects of Improve- 
nent, consistent with thé resources of the State; but I beg leave 
ro. spesify to some extent. . The Uiwassee Railroad, already in a 
state of progress, and upon which'a considerable sum hds been ex- 


pended, commends its claims foradditional aid. I béliéve this road, 


yhen completed; will add greatly to the wealth and prosperity of a 
large and fertile region of country, covered by a vigorous and en- 
terprising population. it will form a noble highway to market for 
a heavy produce, that is now ina great degree excluded; and there 
is every reason to believe that the stock would yield a fair divi- 
dend. The people of. that section of the State feel a very lively in- 
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terest in the completion of this work; but it is rendered evident, 
that it cannot be done without additional appropriations by the 
State. How much aid is required, and how much can be granted, 
I leave to your wise deliberations. T dø not hesitate to recommend 
this as a fit subject for further public expenditures. The removal 
of the obstructions in the French Broad and’ ‘Holston rivers, forms 
another subject of deep interest, to a large portion of the people of 
East Tennessee. The expenditure’of a few hundred thousand dol- 
lars, it is believed, would carry the navigation of these rivers to the 
highest practicable points, and open pp enlarged commercial faéili- 
ties. 

The construction of a road from Knoxville through upper East 
Tennessee, to some point on the Virginia ‘line, is greatly desired, 
and I can safely say, much needed.’ Thé line of such a road passes 
through an extensive country, of fine capabilities, but unfortunate- 
ly peculiarly hemmed in by Hills and mountains, and not penctra- 
téd, I believe, but in.part by a Single navigable stream. .The only 
hope of much òf ‘that population to attain a market, isin the con- 
struction of this ‘work. “What ‘character of road is most suited to 
that region of ‘the State, is best known to ‘those representing it. <A 
Railroad is desiréd by many. ` Whether this’ is practicable at pres- 
ent, depends upon the amount of sto¢k which-could be taken by pri- 
vate individuals, and the extent to which the State should embark 
her credit. Ido not hesitate to recommend at least the granting 
of a charter for it, as a gradéd road, adapted to become a Railroad 
as time and circumstances 'shall dictate—the State taking one-half 
of the stock. If nothing more can be done at present, I am per- 
suaded that even'this-wotld be of signal benefit to that portion of 
the State, and greatly alleviate the evils under which it labors. 

Obstructions also existin the Tennessee river between Knoxville 
and the Alabama line, which materially interfere with navigation. 
especially.at low water. Their precise extent arid character arc 
better known to many of your honorable body than to me. * It can- 
not be expected that appropriations to the fullextent of this demand 
can now be made; but if Iam correctly informed, an appropriation 
óf even ten thousand dollars would give material relief, and great- 
ly enhance the navigation of that river, ‘between thosespoints. I 
respectfully recommend allthat can be.done on'this subject ; and I 
deem it of sufficient importance, not ohly tothe region immediately 
contiguous, but in its relative bearing on other-sections of the Union, 
to urge a memorial to Congress for.appropriations from that body. 
Tennessee has been but a small beneficiary 6f the Federal Govern- 
ment, in the way of Internal’ Improvements. ` It has received less 
than any other State of the same age, anf has needed and merited 
more. 

These, I believe, embrace all the subjects of Internal Improve- 
ment now agitated in' East Tennessee; and I sincerely regard them 
all as worthy.of your liberal consideration, and of whatever aid you 
may deein it. safe to retider. A recent survey of that end of thr 
State, thas “forcibly impressed me with- the necessity of ‘these im- 
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provements.. Indeed, [Rnow no country whick would bs so. much 
benefitted by them. East Tennessee possesses great natural re- 
sources, fertile soil, boundless mineral. wealth, and extraordinary 
‘water power, while her air is as pure as-her own mountain springs. 
It is capable of the highest grade as an agricultural and manufac- 
turing country. And the only drawback upon all these fine re- 
sources, is in the stern ramparts with. which nature has environed 
it—the want of outlets.tojmarket. 

The Nashville and Chattanooga Railroad is another project of 
high and commanding importance, to which private enterprise is 
now being vigorously directed. A glance at the map, it seems to 
me, settles its value. Jt addresses itself directly to Middle Tennes- 
see, and a large portion of East Tennessee, and indirectly to the 
whole State. It is destined to be the great artery to connect the 
body of the State with the Southern Atlantie—thus giving to our 
staples of every description. a choice of markets. I haveno hesita- 
tion in believing that a subser ption by the State, for steek in this 
road, would not only be safe, but profitable. The advantages oth- 
erwise, to our commerce and general intercourse, are to me incal- 
culable ; while socially and politically speaking, they are not less 
important. This road in its present and probable future extent, 
would tend to unite more closely the three divisions of the State, 
and to break down those distinctions that now exist—an end which 
every Tennesseean ought earnestly to desire; while its influence 
asa medium of communication with several other States, would 
have a happy effect upon our external political relations, strength- 
ening the bonds of union and fellowship, by the great ties of recip- 
rocal interest. To what extent the State should embark in this 
great enterprise, is a subject for discussion and forecast, and belongs 
more appropriately te you. I think though, that much ean and 
ought to be done; and I will only remark further, that I feel earnest- 
ly desirous for its completion. 

Much improvement is also needed in the Western District. The 
growing importance and constantly increasing commerce of that 
end of the State, entitle it to the highest consideration. Much in- 
convenience is experienced, during the Winter'season, for the want 
of good roads. Theroads during much of that season are misera- 
ble and often impassable. From the character of the soil and gen- 
eral face of the country, the ordinary means of improving these 
roads are unavailing; and in the absence of stone for McAdam- 
izing, and the great distance in many places to gravel as a substi- 
tute, I have been at much loss what other attainable material would 
be adequate. It is well worthy of inquiry, whether charcoal would 
not suffice, or at least answer a very valuable purpose. J have 
endeavored to obtain some daia on. this subject, and have been in- 
formed that in some parts of Ohio the experiment has been made 
with success. If the fact be so,it is within your reach, and de- 
serves consideration. A road commencing at Savannah, or some 
point lower down the river, to connect with the Central Turnpike, 
and terminating at Memphis, would be of incalculable benelit to 
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that section of the State. Also, one commencing af Jackson and 
terminating at the same point—and another commencing at some 
point still further North and converging in the same direction.— 
These would not supply all that is wanting, but they would cer- 
tainly cover the mainground. One department of expense in build- 
ing roads, I mean grading, would, in that section of the State, be 
inconsiderable. And I have no doubt any one, or all these enter- 
prises, would meet a ready co-operation by the people. Their 
means would enable them, in many places, to do much, and their 
necessities, I imagine, would prompt them to vigorous exertions.— 
All these projects, in whatever form they may be presented, are re- 
spectfully submitted to your consideration, with an earnest wish 
that if they cannot all be prometed, they may receive a share 
at least of that patronage which it may be in your power to be- 
stow. 

I have thus briefly glanced at all the prominent species of In- 
ternal Improvement in the different parts of the State, which have 
come to my knowledge-—I believe them all practicable, useful, and 
highly desirable. And I wish I could see the means for their ac- 
complishment, as readily as I can conceive their importance. [| 
know and appreciate the difficulties which lie between the preser-

vation of the public faith and the construetion of great works de- ` 


pendent on additional pledges of State credit. I have felt their 
force in all my reflections on the subject. My reliance for the sup- 
port of these great enterprises is on the spirit of the people, which 
i think is fully awakened to their importance. They have theabil- 
ity and the patriotism to encounter temporary evils, for measures 
that must ultimately ensure their own interest. Education and In- 
ternal Improvement, I regard, ina financial view, as the ways and 
means, aside from the paramount general benefits to be derived. 
Taxation ought never to be resorted to, except to discharge ex- 
isting obligations, and for objects which guaranty, at least, corres- 
ponding advantages. With these, I am never afraid te appeal to 
an honest, public-spirited people. And what are present honors and 
public stations worth, if they are not worth even a sacrifice at the 
shrine of public interest? For my own part, without claiming un- 
usual disinterestedness, I acknowledge no medium between a sense 
of public duty, and a fear of personal responsibility. Without de~ 
preciating the importance of Federal politics, I regard these two 
great questions, in their effect upon our local well-being and pros- 
perity, present and prospective, as worth infinitely more than all 
the Federal politics on both sides. And we have to lament thase 
distractions and divisions upon national questions, which have pre- 
occupied the people of Tennessee, to the exclusion, too much, of our 
own immediate interests. And may] exhort you, without the im- 
putation of arrogance, to let us close wp for once, in the breach, up- 
on ground that is common to us all. Here'is a field fruitful in hap- 
piness, prosperity and glory,in which-we can all labor. Here isa 
cause, rife with blessings and benefits,.which, if cultivated, will out, 
live all our. present. divisions; and shed a radiance and a lustre, 
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upon the destinies of this growing commonwealth, long after we 
shall cease to participate in its strifes, or mingle in the aspirations 
of the hour. 

In the Military Department I have but little additional informa- 
tion to communicate, which you did not learn from my immediate 
predecessor. Iam happy to inform you, that the previousvand late 
calls for Volunteers upon Tennessee are near being filled. ¢The 5th 
Regiment, now in rendezvous at Memphis, I trust is complete. And 
the 6th is nearly made up, and will be ready to embarleby the 16th 
instant, for the seat of war. These brave men deserve great credit 
for enlisting in so arduous a service upon an indéfinite term of 
time, and for the promptness with which they-shave responded to 
the call. 

I would gladly forego the indulgence of any~-remarks upon ques- 
tions of Federal poltcy, because they are foreign to your delibera- 
tions; and if I trespass a little upon what I conceive to be a rule of 
propriety, my apology is to be found-in- usage upon like occasions, 
and which, in the estimation of many; may make it my duty not to 
be wholly silent. It is not-to be disguised that the war now raging 
between the United States and«Mexico, is a question of deep and 
vital interest to every American; because its effects upon the na- 
tion and upon:the people are-.to be universal in a greater or less 
degree. While we all rejeice.at the triumph of our arms and par- 
ticipate in the glory which is won to the national character, by the 
bravery of our officers.and men, we have to regret its indefinite 
duration, andthe heavy~cost at which every advantage is gained. 
We certainly-have the-same right to pass judgment upon the poli- 
cy which led to a-war and that upon which it has been prosecuted, 
as we have -upon,the policy of any thing else. There is nothing 

» magical or sacred.in'the question of war, that should seal the lips. 
` of discussion, or~ silence or terrify the spirit of eomment. Iac- 
knowledge no guch orthodoxy in politics, or any thing else. And 
the spirit whieh demands a blind compliance, or an unwilling ac- 
quiescence in'this or any other question, is itself at war with all that 
is sacred in the rights of the freedom of thought and of speech. ‘J 
believe, and believing it, I have dared to proclaim, that this.war 
might, could and ought to have been avoided; that the rights and 
. dignity of the nation could have been vindieated by a little more 
forbearance upon the questions immediately at issue; by-time, by 
temperate counsels, and without an appeal to the last resort of na- 
tions. I believe that this war is a national blunder, a great ca- 
: lamity, the full effects of which, upon the peace and happiness of 
the country, no human sagacity can foresee. Jt is becoming an ab- 
sorbent of a nation’s blood and treasure—a canker to a nation’s re- 
pose. What, no calamity, when ten thousand brave men have al- 
ready been sacrificed upon its altars, and the god that presides over 
it is still unappeased! No calamity, when the list of expenditures 
has swelled to near or quite a hundred millions, and the end is not 
yet! Peace, like the treasures of the rainbow, still recedes and 
eludes our anxious grasp. Jam aware that these sentiments, ir 
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the estimation of some, imply a want of patriotism, a sort of new- 
fangled treason ; ‘and such charges have been preferred, but oftener 
insinuated, by sources not wanting in respectability. Be it so.— 
With all-due respect to those who differ with me, such charges de- 
serve to be loathed, detested and defied. They are unworthy of 
the spirit of republicanism—indeed, they have no affinity with thet 
noble creed. The spirit which prompts them is ene of rank-intol- 
erance, and grossly despotic; and in other ages,and:under other 
eircumstances, would have proscribed. Martin Luther as a heretic 
and sent Hampden to the scaffold. : I.arraign the-patriotism of no 
man. It is a maxim with me that dll.men love their country and 
desire its prosperity and its-glory, -whatever their. political views 
may be—self-interest is generally an adequate-motive, even when 
truc integrity fails. Andto those who differ with-me, I freely ac- 
cord the existence of the same high and. noble motives. And I 
may ask.here,..what could not-have been accomplished by the U. 
States, in her commerce and trade, in-the arts-and in every element 
of happiness and prosperity, by the use of the vast-sums- which have 
and will yet-be expended? They wouid have raised: the smile-ofjoy- 
ous life, the bustle of business, and the hum of civilization; inmany 
a‘region where-nature still reigns in all her darkness and ‘solitude. 
Does this view form no subject of regret? Isithere-no loss in this, 
to say nothing of the loss of that invaluable, living, human capital, 
which cannot be restored? The sober sense of the country will set- 
tle all these questions. 

But while I have no concurrence with those whose policy I con- 
ceive led to and precipitated the country into this war, I feel as lit- 
tle concurrence and sympathy with others, who are opposed to the 
prosecution of the war. That I believe to be a false position, in 
any and every view of the national rights, and national dignity and 
authority. The nation is committed to the war by its constitutional 
authorities—and the voice of the nation is impera'ive upon the 
people. I feel and appreciate the obligation in its fullest extent.— 
The nation desires peace, but peace can be attained now’ only 
through war. And whatever might have been done in the earlier 
stages of it, by withdrawing the army-and.establishing a line of 
posts, according to the advice of great and good men, I fear that 
time has past. This policy now, I fear, would only heighten the 
exasperation of the Mexican peaple, and make the consequences 
still more disastrqus by rendering the.attainment of,any permanent 
peace indefinite. In my judgment, the motto, “to conquer peace,” ix 
now made indispensable ; there is no other alternative, .Then let the 
nation’s power be summoned to a mighty effort, and letit break upon 
that devoted country, peal after peal, in one unceasing note,of thun- 
der! Let the public right arm be made bare, and the sword re- 
main unsheathed until peace is extcrted. The public interest re- 
quires this—-commerce, both-domestic and foreign, demands it—our 
currency, which must be affected by such ,a powerful continuing 
cause, claims it-—-quiet and reposé, business- and thrift of every 
description now begin to make their loud appeal. Jam satisfied 
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thai. economy, both of blood and treaste, dictates this policy. And 
it is to be regretted, and witlt me the regret has been coeval with 
the war itself, that a large force was not called into prompt requi- 
sition at the beginning. Peace would have crowned the effort, as 
I verily believe, long since. Had the volunteer force:of 50,000 mer 
been called into service immediately upon their grant by Congress, 
the moral effect at that juncture might have induced peace. And 
what could not such a force, added to the regular army, have done 
in the posture of affairsthen in Mexico? The whole country could 
have been overrun long since, and peace extorted, and at less than 
half the present loss-of life and treasure. Our army, though: equal 
to Roman legions, has been too small to follow up its victories, as 
has been proven at every stage of the war. As to the questions 
that lie behind the attainment of peace, they are to my mind full 
ef difficulty—speculation alone can now reach them. I trust that 
all ground of apprehension may disappear under the influence of 
wise and harmonious eounsels. 

These views are submitted with the profoundest respect towards 
that portion of you whe I know differ with me. And! having pre- 
sented, as well as I have been able, all that I have deemed impor- 
tant, } close this communication with the tender of my best wishes 
for the success of your labors, and your personal and individuak 
well-being ; hoping that the results of the session may meet the ap- 
probation of your constituents, and the smiles and approval of am 
all-wise Providence. N. 8. BROWN..

A. message from the Senate, by Mr. Cocke, their Clerk, 

Mr. Speaxer—The Senate have adopted a resolution, No. 56, pro- 
posing the appointment of a Joint Select Committee,on the part of 
the Senate and House of Representatives, to which it is proposed 
to refer Senate’s bill, No. 37, and have appointed to be of said Com- 
mittee, on the part of the Senate, Messrs. Rowles, Williamson and 
Meigs; in which resolution, Iam instructed to ask the concurrence 
of the House of Representatives. The Senate have passed upon 
its third and last reading, Senate’s bill, No. 33, to amend the act for 
the relief of Lewis Ross, passed on the 19th of December, 1831; im 
which bill the concurrence of the House of Representatives is re- 
quested. The Senate have taken up, read and considered-the Re- 
port of the Comptroller of the Treasury, showing the number of 
‘Tippling Licenses issued in the State of Tennessee, forthe fiscal 
years ending Ist September, 1846, and 1847; which I am directed 
to transmit to the House of Representatives. The Senate have: 
taken up, and considered a petition from sundry citizens of the 
county öf- Washington, praying an appropriation for the construc- 
tion of a road from Union Forge to the North Carolina line, omthe 
top of the Iron Mountain. The Senate have also considered peti- 
tion, No. 11, of sundry citizens of the county of Carter, praying for 
an appropriation to aid in the construction ef a:Turnpike road from 
Union Forge to the North Carolina line ; also, the petition of sùn- 
dry citizens of the county of Washington, praying. for an appro- 
priation to aid in the construction of a Tumpike road, up South In- 
dian Branch, through the Walnut Mountain Gap, to the- North Car- 
olina line; which several petitions I am direct to transmit to the 
House of Representatives, and the same are herewith transmitted. 
The Senate have passed upon its third and last reading, without 
amendment, House bill, No. 41, to incorporate the town of Cam- 
den, in the county of Benton, and the inhabitants thereof;, which 
bill I am directed to transmit te the House of Representatives for 
enrollment. The Speaker of the Senate did this day sign Senate’s 
enrolled bill, entitled “an aet directing the Comptraller-to issue his 
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warrant to the President of West Tennessee College, for forty ‘thou- 
rand dollars, belonging. to said Institution ;” which enrolled bill I am 
directed to transmit to the House of Representatives, for the signa- 
ture of the Speaker of*the House. 

The Speaker of the House of Representatives ‘thereupon signed 
Senate’s enrolled bill, entitled “an act directing the Comptroller to 
issue his. warrant to the President ôf West Tennessed College, for 
forty thousand dollars, belonging to.said Institution.

Sirn—The following resolution of the honorable body over 
which you preside, of the 29th ultimo, was received yesterday by 
me, and I have the pleasure of responding to the inquiries which 
it involves in reference to the Nashville and Chattanooga Railroad: 

“ Resolved, That the- President or Commissioners of the Nash- 
ville and Chattanooga Railroad Company,.be requested to furnish, 
or cause to be furnished to this House, for the information thereof, 
at as early aday as practieable, a statement of the amount of'stock 
subscribed by Companies, individuals and Corporations, in said Rail- 
road Company, and, also, an estimate of the probablé amount ‘which 
itis éxpected may hereafter be obtained from Companies, individ- 
uals and: Corporations, in said Railroad Company.” 
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To this résolution, I respectfully offer in answer : 

ist, That Companies have not been reported to the Commission 
ers by their agents, as subscribers for any amount of stock in the 
Nashville and Chattanooga Railroad Company ; 

3d, That individual subscriptions to stock, according to the last 
report made to the Commissioners by-their agent, amount to the 
sum of five hundred and eighty thousand dollars; that the corpora- 
tion of the city of Nashville has subscribed five hundred thousand 
dollars; that the corporation of the city of Shelbyville has subscrib- 
ed fifty thousand dollars, and that the corporation of the city of 
Murfreesborough has subscribed the sum of thirty thousand dollars, 
amounting, in all; to one million one hundred and sixty thousand 
dollars. 

In answer to the fourth inquiry made by your resolution, I ani 
permitted to state, as the expectation of the Commissionérs, based 
upon reliable assurances, that subscriptions will hereafter Be ob- 
tained without considerable delay from companies and corporations, 
to an amount sufficient to make the whole subscription as much as 
two millions five hundred thousand dollars, leaving a deficit of about 
five hundred thousand dollars needful to the entire completion of 
the enterprise, according to the estimate made of its cost by Mr. 
Thompson, Engineer, after an instrumental examination of the prob- 
able line of the road. 

It is difficult te expect a result less favorable than the one indi- 
cated, even under circumstances more discouraging than those by 
which the enterprise is actually encompassed ; but considering the 
great interests, especially important to the Mississippi Valley, tothe 
State of Tennessee, and to several contiguous Atlantic States, di- 
rectly involved in the speedy completion of this undertaking, to- 
gether with its daily increasing favor in the public esteem, we are 
certainly warranted in the expectation, that subscriptions will be 
provided from some quarter, without any considerable further delay, 
equal in amount to the requirements of the undertaking, for the 
completion of which their subscriptions are asked from the public, 
and the people individually. 

For the accomplishment of this greatly desirable object, the 
Commissioners have employed Ex-Governor Jones and V. K. Ste- 
phenson, Esquire, as their agents to solicit Subscriptions to stock, 
confining their operations in the first place to the limits of our own 
State, and extending them ultimately, if need be, to other quar- 
ters. 

These gentlemen are, at this time, engaged with tlie duties as- 
Signed to them, and which they have undertaken to perform, with a 
confident belief in the sufficiency of their efforts speedily to accom- 
plish the results Which we have already indicated. This’ much 
having been accomplished, we are forced to the conclusion, that an 
undertaking so clearly demanded by the general interests, and call- 
ed for loudly and with great emphasis by the great and hourly 
increasing solicitude of several large, populous and wealthy di- 
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visions of our Union, will not be permitted to fail of entire suc- 
cess.

To the Honorable House of Representatives of the State of Tennes- 
see : 
The undersigned have this day had the honor to receive a copy 

of the resolution as to the condition of the compilation of the’ 

Statutes of the State, required to be made by us, and when it is 

probable it will be completed. te 

In obedience to the resolution, the undersigned make the follow- 
ing statement: 

The General Assembly, by their resolution of the 10th of January, 
1844, authorized the Judges of the Supreme Court to appoint two 
persons to revise and digest the General Statutes of the State of 
Tennessee, and the Reports of the Supreme Court. Under that 
resolution the undersigned were appointed by the Supreme Court to 
perform those duties. The Digest of the Decisions of the Supreme 
Court required the examination and study of all cases reported in 
twenty-four volumes of the Reports, and has occupied all the leisure 
time that could be afforded from the professional duties of one of 
the undersigned. This Digest has been prepared, near thiee hun- 
dred pages have been printed, and the whole will be published be- 
fore the first day of May next. Only a small portion of the Digest 
of the Statutes has been written, although it has occupied a good 
deal of time, attention and reflection, in making preparations for 
the undertaking. It is considered of importance, to a. successful 
completion of the work, that the Digest of the Decisions shall be 
first printed and published, as a reference will be constantly made 
to the latter in the Digest of the Statutes. It is our intention, pro- 
vided it meets with the approbation of the General Assembly, not 
to publish the Statutes at large, but to comprehend the substance of 
the laws, with the construction given by the Supreme Court upon 
all the Statutes, according to the plan pursued in the Digests of 
New York and Massachusetts, and some of the other States, and 
at the same time to suggest such alterations as may be necessary to 
make a complete system. In all cases where suggestions are made 
of any alterations, these will be definitely potted out, so that the 
General Assembly can judge of the propriety of adopting or re- 
jecting them. For instance, in regard to the law of Executors and 
Administrators, and the descent and distribution of estates, real and 
personal, our code, as administered, is made up partly of statute, 
and partly of common law, and we should endeavor succinctly to 
state in the Digest the whole asa system. The descent of real and 
distribution of personal estates of the same individual often is 
founded upon different principles, now no longer applicable to our 
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form of government, sa that the real estate descends to one person, 
and the personal estate to another. ; 

The Statutes of Limitations, as administered in Courts of Law 
and Equity; are derived, not only from North Carolina and Tennes- 
see, but from England, and in some cases of contract, in one form 
of action the same contract is barred, which in another form could 
be enforced. Many other anomalies exist in our system to which 
we would allude, were we not apprehensive of wearying out the 
patience of your honorable body. It will be easily understood that 
our plan will require much more time, labor and reflection, than to 
make an alphabetical Digest of the Statutes, which is, however, 
very useful and necessary, and cannot easily be dispensed with 
until a more complete system can be matured. 

Unless the General Assembly should think it advisable to dis- 
pense with our services, we confidently believe that our Digest can 
be completed by the next regular session of the General Assembly, 
and we shall devote our time and attention to the subject, so that it 
ean be accepted or rejected by that honorable body. 

The present General Assembly have the power, and we are wil- 
ling it should be exercised, if they think the public good requires it, 
to direct us to suspend our labors, and we cheerfully submit to what- 
ever decision in their wisdom they may come to.

The undersigned, one of the Joint Select Committee, appointed 
to ascertain the facts in regard to the case of the State of Tennes- 
see against the Merchants’ Insurance and Trust Company of Nash-~ 
ville, the present condition of said suit, and the effect on the credi- 
tors of said Company of an affirmance of the decree of the Chan- 
cery Court, begs leave to report that he has had the statement 
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of the Attorneys for the different parties interested, that he has ex- 
amined the record in said cause, and has conversed with ene or two 
of the Stockholders; he thas also examined the resolution of 1844, 
under which the suit was instituted. 

He begs leave to report, under the first head of inquiry, that the 
Legislature of 1843 passed a resolution directing the Attorney 
General, “and such other counsel as the Governor might appoint,” 
to institute “the necessary proceedings in the proper Court to test 
the question, whether the Merchants’ Insurance and Trust Company 
of Nashville, has so violated its charter as amounts to a forfeiture 
thereof, and to have the same declared forfeited and void.” Under 
the authority of another clause of said resolution, the Governor ap- 
pointed Francis B. Fogg to aid the Attorney General, and the 
counsel appointed by the Governor filed a bill in February, or March, 
1846, against said Company, in which, among other things, it was 
charged that said Company had been buying and selling bills of ex- 
change and promissory notes, and receiving money on deposite and 
paying interest thereon as a business, which it was alleged in said 
bill, was banking business, and that said Company had no power 
under its charter to do banking business, and prayed that said Com- 
pany, “and their agents and officers may be enjoined from perform- 
ing or exercising any franchise, or transacting any business not 
allowed by its charter, and thatthe Court would decree a forfeit- 
ure and dissolution of the charter granted to said Corporation.” 

It further appears from the record in said cause, that upon inter- 
rogations filed for that purpose, the President of said Company ad- 
mitted most of the allegations in said bill, particularly that the 
Company had bought and sold exchange, and had received money 
on deposite and paid interest thereon, insisting, however, that the 
charter conferred power and authority to do so. 

Upon the hearing of said cause, the Chancellor was of opinion 
that the Company had been buying and selling checks, drafts, and 
discounting bills of exchange and receiving money on deposite, and 
that such was banking business, and that by exercising these the 
Company had forfeited its charter. The Court went on in said de- 
cree and declared, that but for the fact that the Attorney General 
and counsel for the State waived it, he would decree a forfeiture 
and dissolution of the charter of said Company. 

The decree, however, went so far as to perpetually enjoin the 
Company from exercising banking privileges, from which decree 
the Company appealed to the Supreme Court. 

It is, therefore, at the instance of the defendants that the cause is 
now before the Supreme Court, and at their instance it can be easi- 
ly withdrawn from the consideration of said Court. All they have 
to do is, to dismiss their appeal, which, as any intelligent lawyer 
knows, leaves the decree of the Court below in full force. 

Further, the undersigned has been inlormed and does not doubt 
the truth of the facts, that since the rendition of said decree in the 
Chancery Court, the Company have gone on in the exercise of bank- 
ing business—the very franchise which it was enjoined from using 
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or exercising. This was in known violation of the law and char- 
ter, as expounded by. the Chancellor; in the correctness of which 
one of the counsel of the Company has informed the undersigned 
he concurred. 

It is believed many of the check-holders and depositors of the 
Company have become so since the decree of the Chancellor was 
pronounced, and on the pari of a respectable portion of them, wit 
a knowledge in fact of the existence'of said decree. "Whether these 
ereditors have any particular claims to the favor of this Legisla- 
ture, is left for the members to determine for themselves. 

The second inquiry is as to the condition of said cause. This 
branch of the resolution under which the Committee was appoint- 
ed, has been answered, in part, by what has already been said. The 
ease is now pending in the Supreme Court, and stands for trial at 
the term of said Court now in session. It can be disposed of in, 
several different modes without any action on the part of the Legis- 
lature; one of which has already been indicated, which is by the: 
defendants dismissing their appeal. ‘This will leave the decree of 
the Court below in full force. It can, also, be disposed of by an in- 
vestigation of the merits of the case. What the decree of the Su- 
preme Court in that Court would be, the undersigned will not under- 
take to say. Further, the Attorney General and'eounsel for the 
State, it would seem, have the same power to move adecree of for- 
feiture and dissolution of the charter of the Company in the Su- 
preme Court, they had in the Court below, without any further or 
other action on the part of the Legislature. 

The third subject referred to the Committee is: What is or wili 
be the effect of a decree of affirmance by the Supreme Court on 
the creditors of said Company? If the decree be aftirmed, the Com- 
pany will be left in the free exercise of all its legitimate powers 
and franchises, and its corporate existence for the time for which it 
was chartered. The Company can tlus pay out its means as it may 
see proper to any creditor, or creditors, it may prefer, as any natu- 
ral person might do. Creditors, who might not be thus preferred, 
would have to suc for their debts, and it is probable all the assets 
might be exhausted, betore they could get their judgments, in the 
payment of those who might be the favorites of the Company.— 
The undersigned does not undertake to say that such would be 
the case, but the Company would have the power to bring about 
such result, if the decree of the Chancellor be atfirmed. 

On the other hand, if the Supreme Court should go on further and 
decree a forfeiture and dissolution of the charter, all creditors, who 
become such in their transactions with said Company in the exer- 
cise of its lawful powers and franchises, would come in for a pro 
rata distribution of the assets of said Company. It is believed that 
no creditor who became such, and in the exercise of the Company’s 
lawful franchises, could come in as against legitimate claimants, 
until the latter class receive the full amount of their demands, if at 
all. The investigation under the third clause of the resolution, 
eannot be like the examinations under. the other. branches thereof 
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in the facts, but must be merely epinions in which professional gen- 
flemen may be mistaken or differ. 

The above is the result of the investigations which the under- 
signed has made in the limited time which he has had to devote te 
its examination. If they be correct, the conclusion which it would 
seem ought to follow is, that this Legislature ought todo nothing in 
the premises, but let the law take its course. 

The undersigned has felt it his duty to make this report, which is 
more at large than the one made by the majority-of the Committee. 
He does not know that, as to any material fact, he differs from the 
majortiy, but he does not arrive at the same conclusion as the ma- 
jority have done.

had the same under consideration, and have instructed me to report 
a resolution authorizing the Atterney General and counsel for the 
State to move for an affirmance in the Supreme Court of the decree 
of the Chancery Court, rendered in the case of the State against 
said Company, at May term, 1847, without insisting upon a disso- 
lution or entire forfeiture of the charter. Upon the condition, 
however, that the said Company will cease to do any business under 
the charter except to collect their debts, and apply their assets to 
the payment of the debts of the Corporation. 

Upon the examination of the question, the Committee found that 
the said suit was commenced and prosecuted against the Company, 
under a resolution of 1843-4, adopted January 836th, and the act 
passed January 8th, 1846, for a violation of its charter in exercising’ 
banking privileges, and a decree made as aforementioned by the 
Chancery Court, perpetually enjoining said Company from exercis- 
ing banking privileges, at May term, 1847. The Committee, also, 
found that an appeal was taken from said decree to the Supreme 
Court. The Committee having but little time to bestow on the in- 
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vestigation of this question, called befowe them the counsel of the 

several parties interested in the said suit—Francis B. Fogg, Esq., 
counsel for the State, A. O. P. Nicholson, Esq., counsel for the cred- 

itors of said Company, and BE. H. Ewing and R. J. Meigs, counsel 

for the Company—all of whom concurred with the Committee in 
opinion, that in the present State of suspension of said Company, 
the interests of creditors would be best secured by directing the At- 
torney General and counsel for the State, to move for an affirm- 
ance of said decree of the Chancery Court by the Supreme Court, 
and they have therefore directed me to.report the following resolu- 
tion : 

Resolved, by the General Assembly of the State of Tennessee, That 
the Attorney General and counsel for the State be and they are 
hereby authorized to move for an affirmance, in the Supreme Court, 
now in session at Nashville, of the decree of the Chancery Court, 
rendered in the case of the State against the Merchants’ Insurance 
and Trust Company of Nashville,at May term, 1847, without in- 
sisting upon the dissolution, or entire forfeiture of the charter; up- 
on eondition, however, that the said Corporation will cease to 
do any business under their charter, excecpt to collect their debts, 
and apply their assets to the paying of the debts of the Corporation, 
and proceed to wind up the business of the Company, and the case 
to be retained inthe Supreme Court until the affairs of the Compa- 
ny are closed, and the holders of checks of the Company and the. 
depositors are to be paid pro rata, and the Company are hereby re-- 
quired to consent that this shall be added to the deezee of the Su- 
preme Court.

Be it resolved by the General Assembly of the State of Tennessee, 
That the Attorney General of the State demand of said Colleges for 
and on behalf of the Bank and of the State, the re-payment, pro 
rata, by them, of the saidsum of dollars, with interest on the 
same since the time of re-payment to the enterers by the Bank; and 
in the event the said Colleges refusè to repay said sum and interest, 
the Attorney General is hereby instructed to institute suits for the 
same, eitherin law or equity, in the name of the State, the Bank, 
or in such other form as shall be found most proper upon investiga- 
tion, against the College that_ may refuse for the.suin for which it 
may be liable. :

Be tt resolved by the General Assembly of the State of Tennessee, 
That the Government of the United States should allow to the 
said volunteers such compensation for their time, trouble, expen- 
ses, and losses, while under such indefinite furlough, or in the actual 
service of the United States, as may be deemed just, equitable, and 
right; and, whereas, a number of horses were lost to the volun- 
teers under General Armstrong and Maj. Lauderdale, by want of 
forage and fatigue, and by straying off and being abandoned, and 
no provision having been made for that class of losses, such com- 
pensation is asked for their time, trouble, and expenses, for them- 
selves and horses, as may be deemed just and equitable.

Mr. Wilkes, from the Committee on the Penitentiary, to which 
was referred the state and condition of the Penitentiary, reported: 

That said Committee had had the affairs of the Penitentiary un- 
der consideration, and had instructed him to submit the report here- 
with presented. 

Which report was read at the Clerk’s table as follows: 

The Committee on the Penitentiary beg leave-to report, that they 
have visited the Institution, examined the several departments con- 
nected with it, and are of the opinion that in some respects the In- 
stitution is well managed. ; 

First, The Committee are of opinion that the convicts are kept 
eonstantly at labor, and that most of the articles manufactured are 
done in a good workmanlike manner, and find a ready market at a 
reasonably fair price. 

Secondly, That the prisoners are well guarded, and good order 
and subordination seem to prevail. They are happy to report, also, 
that the health of the convicts has been better for the last two years 
than it was in the two years previous. Upon an examination of the 
buildings they find some repairs absolutely necessary, especially 
some roofs of the Houses. ‘The cells are entirely too small and not 
avell ventilated, and some not as cleanly as could be desired. The 
keeper promises however, to attend more particularly in future to 
the keeping of them in better order. 

The Committee regret that there is no other chance on Sundays 
to guard the convicts, but to keep them locked up all day in their 
cells, which must be very disagreeable to them. The Committee 
would respectfully suggest the propriety of appropriating a small 
sum of money, to be paid out of the profits of the Penitentiary, for 
the purpose of purchasing a library, so that each convict may have 
a book toread every Sabbath day; and could suitable persons be 
found, who would make the sacrifice to attend them on Sundays and 
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instruct them in the character of teachers to learn them to read, 
that they might be permitted to doso. The Committee, also, think 
that if they had preaching on every Sabbath day, that it would af- 
ford them considerable relief to be released from their cells during 
service ; besides, it might have avery good moral influence on some 
of them at least. 

There are many other suggestions that the Committee would de- 
sire to make, were the finances of the State in a situation to justi- 
fy the appropriation of money to improvements. 

The Committee are informed by the agent, that he can probably 
sustain the establishment for the next four years, and continue to 
work on the Capitol the number of convicts now employed, without 
its becoming a charge on the Treasury, but not longer. 

A Sub-Committee has been appointed to examine the settlements 
submitted to the Legislature, and after closely examining the same, 
as far as they have had an opportunity of doing so, can see nothing 
onthe books but what appears to be fair and correct. But they 
are of opinion that an improvement in the manner of keeping the 
books might and ought to be adopted, so as to show every article 
manufactured, charged in one book, and when sold, credit given in 
another, so that checks upon the overseers of the different depart- 
ments might be kept by the Principal Clerk, to whom reports should 
be maide, at least once a week, of all work done, and all articles 
sold. 

The Committee hope that the day is not far distant when many 
important improvements will be made, especially as soon after the 
Capitol is completed as possible. 

In conclusion, they would say that the Principal Agent ‘and 
Managers of the Penitentiary have afforded them every opportuni- 
ty they have desired in the inspection of the Institution, and in the 
examination of its financial affairs.

_ Your memorialists would respectfully represent that, whereas the 
Government of the United States has located a Navy Yard in the 
City of Memphis, and, whereas, this said City, isthe centre (or 
nearly so) of the great valley of the West, and the first suitable lo- 
cation on the Mississippi river above the influence of the causes of 
the yellow fever and other malignant forms of discase; and, where- 
’s,the said Mississippi is the commercial and military highway, 
hat only of.the Western and South Western States, .but of a large, 
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“portion of the Nothern States, your memorialists would respectft.- 

ly suggest to your honorable body the establishment of a Military 
and Naval Hospital at the City of Memphis, Every year in the 
judgment of your memorialists, but more and more urges the estab- 
lishment of such an institution for the use of our crippled and sick 
marines and soldiers, and travelling public. 

The plan which your memorialists would suggest is, the union of 
a Medical Gollege with the Hospital. They make the suggestion 
irom the belief that the Hospital cannot have suitable attention, 
without able Surgeons and Physicians, and these cannot be certainly 
had withont a College to secure the first medical abilities of the 
country. Your memorialists beg leave to represent that a charter 
tor an institution of learning for the city of Memphis, known in the 
charter asthe “Memphis Institute,’ was granted by the present 
Legislature to the therein-named Trustees and their successors, for 
ninety-nine years, and that medical and law departments are now 
being organized, and will go into operation next November. 

Your memorialists, fully believing that the medical department 
will be organized with able and efficient men, suggest to your hon- 
orable body, that it would be wise and philanthropic to appropriate 
to the Trustees and Medical Faculty of the Memphis Institute and 
their successors, enough to build the Medical and Hospital edifices, 
and to prepare the latter for the reception of the sick—say forty or 
fifty thousand dollars. 

Your memorialists would represent furthermore that by con 
structing the Hospital large or capacious enough for the reception 
of such patients as could pay the expenses of their admission, the 


Faculty of the Institute would render their services to the poor and | 


unfortunate marines and soldiers, who may visit it, or be sent to it, 
without charge to the Government, which would save to it a heavy 
amount of taxes for medical services. 

Your memorialists contidently believe that if your honorable bo- 
dy will contemplate the geographical position of Memphis, the 
rapid increase of population in the great valley of the Mississippi, 
the many unfortunate who may reasonably be expected to require 
relief for many years to come asa consequence of the Mexican 
war, andthe advantages to the soldiers, marines and traveling pub- 
lic, of such a combination of medical talent and Hospital advan- 
tages; the appropriation desired will be granted. 

The memorialists respectfully request the members of the Senate 
and House of Representatives from the State of Tennessee in the 
Congress of the United States, to use all honorable means to obtain 
the desired appropriation :—Therefore, 

Resolved by the Gencral Assembly of the State of Tennessee, That 
His Excellency, the Governor of the State, be requested to transmit 
tothe Senators and Representatives in the Congress of the United 
States a copy of the above memorial, with a request that the samt 
be presented to their respective Houses.

Nashville, Feb. 5, 1848. 
entlemen of the Senate and 


House of Representatives: — 
l trust I will be pardoned even at this late hour for 
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intruding upon your consideration, a few suggestions connected 
with the public interest. There is much reason to fear that the 
State will be unable to meet all its liabilities, for the ensuing two 
years, with additional resources. Frankness compels me to state 
that in my opinion the failure to increase the revenue at the pres- 
ent session will make it my duty to convene a called session betore 
the period of yournext regular meeting. Such an alternative is to be 
deprecated, and it seems to me might now be avoided witha great 
saving to the State. Let it be borne in mind that the present state 
of commerce and trade is very unpropitious to the operations of the 
Bank of Tennessee, and upon the success of that institution depends 
your hopes and mine for meeting the engagements‘of the State. I 
have no idea that the profits of that Bank can equal'for the ensuing. 
two years what they have been for the corresponding period past. 
It is impossible with the continued depression in the prices of the 
great staples of the country, and if this turns out to be so, it re- 
quires no great forecast to see the condition in which it would place 
the credit of the State. The ability of, the State to meet the ae- 
cumulating interest on her bonds will be diminished in the propor- 
tion to the failure of profits of the Bank. To provide; then, against 
all contingencies seems to me to be dictated by good'faith and by 
economy itself. This course is due to the character of the bonds 
that have been and will be issued, and to the vigorous prosecution 
of the two great enterprises to which the faith of the State has 
been pledged at their present session, that no ground may exist for 
even a suspicion. To insure all that is desirable, will, in my 
judgment, require but little beyond a-certain and full'-valuation of 
taxable property; a burden which can oppress no one, but the ben- 
efits of which may in the end be of the highest importance. 

These suggestions are submitted with the profoundest reverence, 
and I coniess with’some reluctance; for I appreciate, to the fullest 
extent, your feelings with. your eyes turned towards your homes 
and your families; but from a,pure sense of duty, allow me ear- 
nestly to recommend that yow will not adjourn without providing 
against all doubt, the ways and means: to meet all public engage- 
ments., Beyond this subject, | havenothing: further to commu- 
nicate to your honorable body, and beg leave,tq tender to you my 
congratulations upon the approaching termination of your arduous 
labors, with my best- wishes for the welfare and happiness of each 
individnal member.

Crossville 
Turnpike Company, and to incorporate the Chattanooga House 
Company; An act prescribing the mode in which devises and other 
donations to County or Common Schools shall be paid or accounted 
for; An act to authorize John DeArmond to open a Turnpike road ; 
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An act to incorporate the Macon Male and Female Academies, in 
the county of Fayette, and for other purposes; An act for the re- 
lief of Collectors and Receivers of the Revenue of the State in cer- 
tain eases; An act authorizing the erection of a Bridge at the Great 
Falls of the Caney Fork river, and for other purposes; An act to 
lay off and establish an additional Civil District, in the county of 
Marion: An act for the relief of Daniel MeLean, Sheriff of Coffee 
county, and for other purposes; An act to defray the expenses of the 
General Assembly, with the report of the Committe cn Finance an- 
nexed; A resolution directory to the Seeretary of State in relation 
tothe Journals of this General Assembly, intended fer distribution 
in East Tennessee: A resolution of thanks to Miss. I). L. Dix. 

Ordered, that said enrolled bills and resolutions signed by thé 
Speakers of the two Houses of this General Assembly, be deposited 
in the office of the Secretary of State. 

A message from the Senate, by Mr. Cocke, their Clerk: 

Mr. Srraxer—I am directed to announce to the [louse of Repre- 
sentatives that the Senate have completed the business before them, 
and await the concurrence of the House, being ready to adjourn 
sine die. 

Mr. Martin moved that a message be sent to the Senate inform- 
ing that body that the House of Representatives having completed 
all the business before them, are ready to adjourn without day. 

Which motion was adopted by the House. 

Ordered, that the Clerk acquaint the Senate therewith. 

Mr. Williams, of Knox, in the Chair. 

Mr. Martin submitted the following resolution, No. —: 

Resolved, That the Honorable F. Buchanan is hereby tendered 
the thanks of this House, for his courteous, impartial, prompt, effi- 
cient, and faithful discharge of his duties as Speaker of the House 
of Representatives. 

Which resolution was read. 

Thereupon Mr. Martin moved that the rules of the House requir- 
ing resolutions to lay one day on the table be suspended. 

Which motion prevailing, said resolution was unanimously adopt- 
ed. 
Mr, Buchanan resumed the Chair. 

Mr. Speaker Buchanan, rising from his seat, in presence of the 
House of Representatives, delivered the following address, viz: 
Gentlemen of the House of Representatives : 

I cannot feel content to perform the last duty of the station to 
which your confidence called me, without asking permission to ex- 
press my warmest thanks for the unanimous vote upon the resolu- 
tion of thanks, which you have done me the kindnesss to adopt. 

Notwithstanding I had heretofore some little experience as 4 
member of the House, and had thereby acquired some knowledge 
of parliamentary law, I had not the vanity to believe for a moment 
that that order, decorum and harmony so necessary to the despatch 
of public business could be attained without the constant aid and 
support of the several members of this House; this you have al 
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ways readily given; and in the various and multiplied difficulties 
constantly attendant upon the presiding officer of an assembly of 
such importance as this, I cannot even now flatter myself with 
the hope that no errors have been committed, or that too hasty, and 
perhaps incorrect decisions may have been made: for “’tis but the 
Jot of man to err.” Many, and often new and intricate questions 
were to be decided, on which the House seemed divided. Upon their 
decision, when doubts existed, the apparent minority received the 
protection in my power to give, for by a well established principle 
of national rights, majorities are always enabled by their numbers 
to protect themselves, while minorities have left to them only the 
benefits which are derived from constituted law; but under all the 
trying scenes of the session, it is doubly gratifying to know that I 
have been the constant subject of your kindness and forbearance, and 
that in no instance have you seen proper to correct the decision of 
the Chair, however hasty or erroneous. 

And, gentlemen, you must permit me to congratulate you and our 
common constituents upon the success of many important measures 
in which a large portion of the State felt a deep and lively inter- 
est. In a legislative assembly composed as this is, almost every coun- 


| tyhaving her one or two delegates, each delegate possessing the 
| particular views, and representing the interest of his immediate 
| district, each of the three great divisions of the State having dis- 
| tinct and separate local interests to guard and protect, and each and 
| all seeking to protect the rights and increase the happiness and pros- 
} perity of the respective sections and divisions—it was not to be 
| expected that all could be successful, or that all could be fully sat- 


isfied, or that even the united action of a majority could be had 


} without much labor and discussion, compromise and concession.— 
| Upon our assemblage together, each brought up some important in- 
| terest confided to our charge by our respective constituents—all 
have been presented to the common arbitrament of the “majority ;” 
| their advantages and disadvantages have been fully and ably dis- 
t cussed, and while some have failed, others have succeeded. In 
all, I hope I may be permitted to bear testimony to the ability and 
| zeal with which each respective proposition has bcen alternately 


advocated and opposed, and in the excitement and intensity of feel- 
ing so prevalent in debate, the most uncommon forethought, the 
presence of mind, and mutual forbearance, have continued to exist 
throughout the entire session, resulting in the general good feeling 
which I now see exhibited amongst all. 

With all these diversified and apparently conflicting interests, it 
cannotibe expected but that great and important differences of opin- 
ion upon public policy must continue to exist, and consequently re- 
tard very much the progress of legislation. The East, has her 


Mines and mountains—the Middle, her limestone and fertile soil— 


the West, her rich and productive plains ; each and all producing 


their separate interests and local wants. Towards uniting all these 


various elements of discord, I would fain hope that something has 
been done, and that the time cannot be far distant, when, by a high- 
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toned and liberal spirit of public policy upon the part of those who 
are to succeed us, all, Hast Middle and West, will find themselves 
being constantly and rapidly drawn nearer and nearer together, in 
only one common cause, seeking to advance the great interest of 
the whole. 

In conclusion, gentlemen, the time has arrived when we, as the 
Representatives of the people, must part. Our several relations to- 
wards each other will soon be forgotten, or, if remembered at all, 
only in the past. -The burdens, the turmoil and excitement of busi- 
ness is over. Our thoughts are turned towards our families, friends 
and constituents. Permit me, from the fullness of my heart, to wish 
to all, and to each individual member, that pleasing reception from 
your constituents, which you so well deserve, with the welcome | 
plaudit of “well done thou good and faithful servant.” May your 
friends find new and renewed evidences of devotion, and may you 
find in the bosom of your families, a constant solace of affection. 

Our legislative business having been accomplished, and the hour 
arrived at whieh, we were to adjourn, it only remains for me to pro- , 
hounce that the House of Representatives stands adjourned with- 
out day.
